Bressi Claims That Slaying 
Was Act of Justice. 


Was Once Deported, but Liberated In a Short 
Time Under Amnesty. 


Rome, Aug. 1.—There Is no longer any 
fear of revolution. The people are 
strong and self-reliant. Anarchy is hid- 
ing its head From all over Europe 
come messages of sympathy and con- 
dolence. The popularity of King Hum- 
bert was never better shown. 

All the Italian troops yesterday took 
the oath of allegiance to the new king 
amid the applause of the people. Per- 
fect tranquility reigns throughout the 
country. 

4 deputation of senators and deputies 


had arranged to meet King Victor 
Emanuel, but, as in conformity with 
court ctiquette, the journey of his ma- 


jesty to Monza was strictly private, the 
idea was abandoned. Fora similar rea- 
son the niinisters decided not to go to 
Naples 

It is reported that the body of King 
Humbert will be brought here on Sun- 
day. Queen Margherita desires to ac- 
company the remains. 

Emperor William has notified the gov- 
ernment of his intention to attend the 
funeral. 

A dispatch of condolence has been re- 
celved from Li Hung Chang. 

A magistrate examined Bressi, who 
was sullen and defiant, replying: “I 
didn’t kill Humbert. I killed the king.” 
He admitted that he was in Monza park 
the previous day with.a woman, and 
angrily protested that what he had done 
a crime, but anactof justice. 
Among the persons arrested at Prato is 
a woman named Teresa Brugnoll, said 
to have been the mistress of the assas- 
sin. 

Bressi was born in Pratoin 1869. He 
Was denounced in 1895 as a dangerous 
lioter and deported to the island of 
Pantellaria. In 1896 he was lberated 
under the amnesty after the battle of 
Adowa; and in 1897 he went to the United 
States.

Providence, Aug. 1.—John N. Drape, 
for 14 years an inmate of the state hos- 
pital for the insane at Cranston, was 
found in his room Tuesday morning un- 
eenscious, his face a mass of cuts and 
bruises, and he died at 6 o’clock Tuesday 
evening from the shock. Patients say 
that Charles T. McLaughlin, head at- 
tendant in the ward, went Into the man’s 
room early in the morning, after which 
they heard considerable noise, and 
Drape did not come out again until he 
was carried to the hospitah McLaugh- 
lin was put under arrest, pending an 
autopsy and investigation. 


Sad Fatality at Seaside Resort. 

New York, Aug. 1.—At Ocean City 
Tuesday, Virginia and Elsie Lowe and 
Jennie and Bertie Lousdale, all under 20 
years old, were bathing in the breakers 
and were carried out by a heavy under- 
tow. Their screams for help attracted 
the attention of the life guard, who suc- 
ceeded in bringing them ashore. The 
Lowe sisters were dead when placed on 
the beach. The Lonsdale girls showed 
signs of life and physicians were sum- 
moned as speedily as possible, but to no 
purpose. ‘They both died while the doc- 
tors were trying to restore them. 


Oli Soldiers Are Fast Dying. 

Washington, Aug. 1—The forthcom- 
ing annual report of the commissioner 
of pensions, Mr. Evans, will show that 
during the year 40,645 original pensions 
were granted and 4699 names were re- 
stored to the rolls, while 43,334 names 
were dropped from the rolls during the 
year, including 35,809 by reason of 
deaths, 909 by remarriages of pensioners 
and 6616 for other causes, leaving a total 
number on the roll July 1 of 993,529. This 
is an increase of 2010 pensioners for the 
year. 


Brockton Loses a Leading Citizen. 

Brockton, Mass., Aug. 1.—David S. 
Packard died Tuesday at the age of 74. 
He was president of the Brockton Na- 
tional bank. Mr. Packard represented 
Brockton in the lower branch of the 
state legislature. He is said to have 
been the original shoe finding manufac- 
turer of New England. He was an ac- 
tive member of the society of Masons. 


Doesn't Want to Go to Vermont. 

Roston, Aug. 1.—John F. Kimball, held 
here for Vermont officers to answer toa 
complaint there charging him with hav- 
ing committed bigamy, has brought a 
petition for the writ of habeas corpus for 
his release from custody of the police 
authorities, with a view to preventing 
big extradition to Vermont. 


ELECTION IN SEPTEMBER, 


Cubans Will Then Choose Delegates to Frame 
and Adopt a Constitution. 

Washington, Aug. 1.—The war depart- 
ment yesterday promulgated the follow- 
ing order fixing the time of holding the 
Cuban elections for the selection of 
delegates to the constitutional conyven- 
tion: 

Whereas, the congress of the United 
States, by its resolution of April -20, 1898, 
declared: That the people of the island 
of Cuba are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent; that the United 
States hereby disclaims any disposition 
or intention to exercise sovereignty, 
jurisdiction or control over said island 
except for the pacification thereof, and 
asserts its determination, when that is 
accomplished, to leave the government 
and control of the island to its people. 

And, whereas, the people of Cuba have 
established municipal governments, de- 
riving their authority from the suffrages 
of the people given under just and equal 
laws, and are now ready, in like man- 
ner, to proceed to the establishment of 
a@ general government which shall as- 
sume and exercise sovereignty, jurisdic- 
tion and control over the Island. 

Therefore, it is ordered that a general 
election be held in the island of Cuba on 
the third Saturday of September, in the 
year 1900, to elect delegates to a conven- 
tion to meet in the city of Havana onthe 
first Monday of November, 1900, to frame 
and adopt a constitution for the people 
of Cuba and asa part thereof, to provide 
for and agree with the government of 
the United States upon the relations to 
exist between that government and the 
government of Cuba and to provide for 
the election by the people of officers un- 
der such constitution and the transfer of 
government to the officers so elected. 

The people of the several provinces 
will elect deiegates in number propor- 
tioned to their populations as determined 
by the census, viz: 


The people of the province of Pinar 


De! Rio will elect three delegates; prov- 
ince of Havana, eight delegates; prov- 
ince of Matanzas, four delegates; prov- 


ince of Santa Clara, seven delegates; 
province of Puerto Principe, two dele- 
gates; province of Santiago, seven dele- 
gates,

Revolt of Laboring Classes. 
New Orleans, Aug. 1.—News has 


reached here of a general riot at Belize, 
British Honduras. The tax on the 
necessaries of life was increased, and the 
laboring classes revolted. A man 
named Huer led the mob, which stormed 
the palace of Governor General Wilson, 
demanding an audience. The colonial 
guards dispersed the mob at the point of 
the bayonet. Governor Wilson is now 
on a visit to President Diaz of Mexico, 
and will visit London before returning to 
Honduras. 


Case of Playwright Hoyt. 

Hartford, Aug. 1.—There was a hearing 
before Judge of Probate Freeman Tues- 
day on the application for a revocation 
of the order committing Charles H. Hoyt 
to the retreat for the insane. No one 
appeared in opposition to the petition, 
the allegation being made that Mr. Hoyt 
was Induced to come to Hartford under 
amisapprehension. Judge Freeman re- 
served his decision, 


Second Death From Glanders. 
Fitchburg, Mass., Aug. 1.—The second 
death in the Albee family here from 
glanders, contracted in treating a horse 
that was suffering from that disease, oc- 
curred Tuesday, when Wallace Albee, 
17 years old, succumbed, after an illness 
of over two weeks. Lyman C. Albee, 
the father, died two weeks ago from 
gianders. 
But Fcw In Attendance. 
Indianapolis, Aug. 1—The American 
Protective League of Colored Men be- 
gan its annual conv ention here Tuesday 
with but 18 delegates In attendance and 
cnly two from outside points. The pur- 
pose is to enlist the colored people of the 
country in industrial enterprises and 
productive, self-sustaining vocations. 


Rather Late Offer of Assistance. 

Kingston, Jam., Aug. 1.—Advices have 
been received here from Martinique to 
the effect that a large number of young 
Martiniquans have memorialized the 
president of the French republic, M.

Will Meet Situation in China As). —"-

United States Troops Will Participate in 
Advance on Pekin. 


A Feeling in Washington That Legations and 
Marines Are Still Alive. 


Washington, Aug. 1.—Doubt has given 
way to a feeling akin to certainty that 
the legationers at Pekin and the gallant 
marines who managed to reach the Chi- 
nese capital just in the nick of time were 
not only alive on July 22, but in all 
probability, are still alive and likely to 
remain so until they are released from 
their stage of siege. 

The officials here feel certain that the 

attack by the Chinese on the legations 
will not be renewed. They are con- 
vinced that the counsels of the viceroys 
in the great southern and central proy- 
inces and the advice of Li Hung Chang 
have had effect, and that those in 
power in Pekin now have been made to 
see the necessity for the preservation of 
the legations. 
A rather startling proposition has been 
advanced, which, if adopted, might put 
at once to the test the Chinese profession 
that the Boxers, and not the Chinese 
government, are responsible for what 
has happened in Pekin. This Is to the 
effect that the international forces are 
prepared to take the government at its 
word and to join forces with it in crush- 
ing out the ineurrection. The kernel 
of just such a proposition is to be found 
in the last condition laid down by the 
president in his reply to the appeal of the 
emperor, Kwang Su, and there may be 
a development in that direction speedily. 
Secretary Root says that nothing has 
been received from China, either offi- 
cially or unoflicially, that necessitates 
any change in the instructions given 
Major General Chaffee. If there is an 
advance on Pekin, it is presumed that 
such of the United States forces as are 
now ready will participate in the move- 
ment. If dispatches are received at 
Tien Tsin from Minister Conger, or 
others in the legations at Pekin, which 
change the existing conditions, Major 
General Chaffee will act in accordance 
with such information. The secretary 
says General Chaffee has full power, and 
has been entrusted with the command 
of the United States forces because of 
the confidence the government has in 
his ability to meet any situation that 
may arise. 

Adjutant General Corbin yesterday re- 
ceived a dispatch from Lieutenant Col- 
onel Coolidge, commanding the Ninth 
infantry at Tien Tsin. It came by way 
of Che Foo, and is as follows: 

“Tien Tsin, July 27.—Following letter 
of Lieutenant Colonel Shiba, military 
attache at the legation of Pekin, dated 
July 23, arrived Tien Tsin 25th at 9 o'clock 
In the evening: 

“We are all awaiting impatiently 
arrival of reinforcing army. When are 
you coming? All legations have been 
blocked since 13th last month and since 
the 20th we have been attacked con- 
tinually night and day by the Chinese 
soldiers from more than 10 encampe 
ments. By a supreme effort we are still 
defending. We are dally awaiting with 
the greatest anxiety arrival of rein- 
forcing army,,and if voy cannot reach

“I (Daggett) report allied forces soon 
advance. Practically no looting by 
Americans, no unnecessary killing. In- 
diana arrived 26th. Order MacCann, 
Sladen, both Allens, Mitchell, Bryce join 
regiment here. Daggett.” 

The second read: “Tien Tsin, 30th.— 
Flintshire arrived 27th. Two hundred 
and fifty-seven Ninth infantry sick, 10 
doctors, 100 hospital corps men, 20 signal 
men needed. Unavoidable delay un- 
loading transports. Foreign troops ar- 
riving. Daggett.” 

The ofticial confirmation of the news 
that Minister Conger is safe and well, 
coupled with the statement that he has 
provisions for several weeks and that 
the firing on the legation has ceased, was 
wholesome intelligence, though not un- 
expected, in view of the recent news, 
The information was promptly tele- 
graphed to President McKinley. 

The last message which came from 
Minister Conger was that which was ob- 
tained through the intermediary of Mr. 
Wu, and was supposed to be dated the 
18th instant, before which time nothing 
had come since June 12, almost two 
months. 


Serious Damage to Naval Dry Dock. 

New York, Aug. 1—Dry dock No. 2 at 
the Brooklyn navy yard, which is being 
repaired at an estimated expenditure of 
$1,000,000, sprang aleak Tuesday. Ina 
few hours there was 10 feet of water in 
the dock, covering all the tools and ma- 
chinery used in the work of reconstruc- 
tion. If the water continues to run into 
the uncompleted dock the repair work 
of six months will need to be done over. 
The damage Is already large. 


Swam Twenty-Seven Miles. 

St. Louis, Aug. 1—Athlete John Cc. 
Meyers swam from Alton, Ills., to St, 
Louis, Tuesday, a distance of 27 miles, 
in six hours, and was not greatly fa- 
tigued at the finish,

Towne’s Mind Not Made Up. 

Lincoln, Neb., Aug. 1.—The withdrawal 
of Charles A. Towne from the Populist 
ticket, as vice presidential candidate, is 
still an undetermined question.

Towne spent nearly all of Tuesday in 
Lincoln. Just before leaving for Chi- 
cago, he declared that he was not pre- 
pared to say whether he will remain on 
the ticket or withdraw. Neither Mr. 
Bryan or Mr. Towne would discuss the 
subject of their conference. 


Slain From Ambush. 

Johnson City, Tenn., Aug, 1.—Michael 
Byrd, living near Magnetic City, N. C., 
Was assassinated from ambush. He 
had many political enemies. It is said 
he was assassinated within 20 feet of the 
Place where he killed a man four years 
ago.

burden, the financial officers of the 
cities and towns have been informed of 
it for some time. 

Away back in 1896 it was first pro- 
vided that the collection of the tax 
should begin. Clerks and accounters 
were set to work and the levy was all 
made up. 

It was never declared known, ‘That 
year was hardly a good year for extra 
taxes, and the legislature was besought 
to withhold it and they did it in a good 
whole-souled manner. But deferring 
the payment did not discharge the 
piper and he is now waiting for his 
dole. 

What has brought this home to the 
tax officials in the various towns is 
the fact that they have all received 
notice this week to be ready and 
appear before a special commission 
appointed by the court which is to fix 
the bill for each little municipality.

The work of the commission will be 
to fix the amount to be collected from 
each town, but this fixing will only 
mark the beginning of the litigation.

Advance of Allies May Make 
It Bad For Foreigners. 


Newspapers, However, Urge That Troops Reach 
Pekin as Soon as Possible. 


London, Aug. 1.—Important additional 
information of the safety of the legations 
was received in London last night by 
Duncan Campbell, representative in Eu- 
rope of the Chinese customs service, 
from the commissioner of customs at 
Che Foo, in the shape of a Pekin dis- 
patch ,not dated, but believed to have 
been written on July 21, signed by both 
Sir Robert Hart, inspector general of 
eustoms, and Robert Beredon, deputy 
inspector general, to the following effect: 
“Staff and family still safe.” 

This has been confirmed by the com- 
missioner of customs in Shanghai, who 
telegraphed last evening: “Authentic

It is reported from 
Berlin that Licutenant General Von 
Lessel, commanding the German forces 
in China, whom Emperor William has 
just promoted to the rank of general 
commanding an army corps, has been 
selected as commander-in-chief of the 
allied forces, 

The Chinese are strongly entrenched 
at Wang Tsun, from which position, 
however, it is believed they can be 
ejected without great difficulty. The 
danger is that, if defeated there, the 
Chinese will retire on Pekin and put the 
remainder of the Europeans to death. 

It is also possible that the advance of 
the allies will be the signal for the Chi- 
nese authorities to compel all foreign- 
ers to quit the capital, in which event 
they might become the prey of the 
fanatical Boxers. 

The feeling of the newspapers here is 
that nothing whatever should now delay 
the advance, and that no negotiations 
of any kind should be countenanced un- 
til the allied troops reach Pekin and 
assure themselves regarding the fate of 
the foreigners. 

The latest advices from Tien Tsin an- 
nounce that the Russians and Japanese 
are scouting in the direction of Pietang. 
The Japanese commander, Yamachuchi, 
expects Yang Tsun to be taken within 
three days. :

WHY GENERAL ORAPER RESIGNED. 


Ambassador Desired to Return to Activity In 
the Business World. 

South Framingham, Mass., Aug. L— 
General W. F. Draper, who has just re- 
Signed as ambassador to Italy, in a let- 
ter which he sent because he could not 
attend the outing of the Milford board 
of trade, explained the reason for his 
retirement from public life. In the 
letter General Draper sald: “I have 
tendered my resignation as ambassador 
tolItaly. Ihave not yet heard from the 
resignation. It was offered in good 
faith, and, if accepted, well and good. 
It has been stated that I resigned be- 
cause I did not receive the nomination 
for the vice presidency. Such was not 
the case. When I was homea year ago 
my friends broached the subject and 
mentioned my name In connection with 
the office, and latter while I was at 
Rome I received letters from friends 
regarding the subject. I did not wish 
it. I preferred an ambassadorship to 
Italy rather than the vice presidency of 
the United States. I was not a candi- 
date for the place, and my name was 
not presented totheconvention. Others 
have said that it was my ambition to be- 
come governor of Massachusetts, and 
still others, to become a candidate for the 
senate in the place of George F. Hoar. 

“Of course I feel greatly honored by 
these sugestions, but it seems that my 
denials have not found their way into 
print as readily as have the reports con- 
cerning my resignation. The real rea- 
son for my resignation must, however, be

NOTED WRITER DEAD. 


John Clark Ridpath Was an Authority on Mat- 
ters Pertaining to History. 

New York, Aug. 1—John Clark Rid- 
path dled in the Presbyterian hospital 
last night from a complication of dis- 
eases. He had been a patient in the 
hospital since April 26. At the time of 
his death his wife and son were at the 
bedside. 

John Clark Ridpath, LL. D., was born 
in Indiana in April, 1841, There was not 
at that time a wagon road within three 
miles of the log cabin in which he was 
born. His parents were from Christian- 
burg, Va. 

He was graduated from Asbury (now 
De Pauw) university in 1863. After 
‘serving as principal of an academy at 
Thorntown, Ind., and as superintendent 
of public schools at Lawenceburg, he 
Was called, in 1869, to De Pauw. His 
career as a professor in the university 
was distinguished. 

In 1875 he published his first book, an 
“Academic History of the United 
States.” It still holds its place as atext 
book in many schools. In 1876 he pub- 
lished his “Popular History of the United 
States,” of which more than 400,000 copies 
have been sold. He wrote the “Life and 

Vork of Garfield,” of which 85,000 copies 
were sold. His “Cyclopaedia of Unit- 
versal History” was published {n 1885. 
More than 150,000 sets of this history 
have been sold. 

In 1885 he resigned his professarship in

university in order that he might devote

thorship. In 1893 he published his “Life 
and Work of James G. Blaine,” and in 
1894 his most comprehensive and philo-

for Webster's dictionary. He wasfora 
time editor of the Arena Magazine of 
Boston. His monographs are numerous.

diana. Though he ran ahead of his 
ticket he was defeated by a small ma- 
jority. In recent years he had been en- 


gaged in the preparation of a complete 
and elaborate history of the United 
States.

Playwright Hoyt’s Fellow Citizens Show Thelr

Charlotte, N. C., Aug. 3.—The elections 
in North Carolina Thursday were for 
governor and State officers, members of 
the legislature and county officers, and 
an amendment to the state constitution, 
the adoption of which will disfranchise 
the bulk of the negro vote. By far the

Many Improvements Which 


Will Be Appreciated. 


Work rebuilding Music Hall is pro- 
gressing rapidly, and by Sept 1, it will 
be ready for use, It isan old saying 
that it is an ill wind that does no one 
good, and so it proves in this case. 
While the loss of the hall was severely 
felt at the time of the fire, the fire 
showed the managers where improve- 
ments could be made. 

The need of a larger stage was often 
felt and this has been remedied by 
building it five feet deeper which is ac- 
complished by bringing the front into 
the hall. The height has also been in- 
creased three feet. In the original hall 
there was an entrance to the rear of the 


stage from either side. Now there is 


but one and that is on the West side. 

The removal of the stage entrance on 
the left has been utilized by this and 
other minor changes and three addition- 
al dressing rooms have been obtained. 
The entrance to the stage is used as a 
means of exit from the rear of the hall. 

In addition to this the second 
window from the stage onthe west 
side has been made into a door which 
opens to an iron landing and stairway 
leading to the rear of the building, 
affording an extra exit. 

Near the entrance to the hall, the 
gentlemen's dressing room has been en- 
larged to twice its former size by reduc- 
ing the size of the cloak room. Im- 
provements have also been made in the 
gentlemen's toilet room. 

Lack of proper ventilation was also 
a frequent complaint in the original 
hall. This has been remedied in the 
remodelling. The top sashes of the 
windows which were formerly fast and 
unmovable are now hung so as so 
swing, allowing the entrance of fresh 
air. 

In the 
originally but one ventilator, there are

now seven. In the roof there are also 
two seuttles now, which can be readily 
janitor from

The electric lights for the stage and 
main hall are controlled from a switeh 
board on the stage, and those in the 
rear of the hall are controlled by a 
switch board there. The wiring is so 
arranged that when the inain switeh ip 
the rear of the hall is thrown there will! 
not be a live wire in the building,

The parable of the elder brother

A SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


Debarkation of Troops at Taku Sur- 
rounded With Innumerable Obstacles. 


Another Message From Conger 
Is Received at Washington. 


Latest Dispatch From Chinese Foreign Office 
Not an Answer to Hay’s Dispatch of Aug. 1. 


Washington, Aug. 6.—Neither the war 
nor navy departments made public any 
Chinese dispatches during Sunday, offi- 
clals of both departments announcing 
that no dispatches of public interest had 
been received. That General Chaffee 
is encountering difficulties that are prov- 
ing serious there is little attempt to con- 
ceal. The 
cavalry being accomplished 
with the utmost diticulty. 

It is said that the big transports can 
approach the landing at Taku no nearer 
than 12 or 14 miles. Vessels drawing 
more than 15 feet of water are forced to 
lie far outinthegulf. This necessitates 
the use of lighters for the transportation 
to the shore of both men and horses, 
making the debarkation of a consider- 
able force a task surrounded with in- 
numerable obstacles. Added to the 
actual difficulties are the discomforts 
and inconveniences placed upon the 
troops. Rains are atmost incessant, 
heavy fogs are prevalent, and the water 
of the gulf is exceedingly rough. 

Mr. Adee, acting secretary of state, 
has issued the following statement con- 
cerning a message from Minister Con- 
ger, which was received at the state de- 
partment yesterday: 

“Consul General Goodnow, in a cable- 
gram dated Shanghai. Aug. 5, which was 
received at the department of state at4 
o’clock Sunday morning, reports the re- 
ceipt by Consul Ragsdale at Tientsin of 
messages from Minister Conger and the 
secretary of the legation, Mr. Squires, 
dated July 21, to the following effect: 
“*All well. No fighting since the 16th 
by agreement. Enough provisions. 
Hope for speedy relief.’ 

“Mr. Goodnow adds that the director 
of posts, Sheng, had on the 5th com- 
municated to him an imperial edict, 
dated July 30, ordering Jung Lu to pro- 
vide an escort for the ministers to Tien- 
tsin. The edict Says the ministers can 
receive messages not in cipher; but not- 
withstanding this plain messages were 
returned to some consuls on Aug, 4.” 

While the messages from Minister 
Conger and Secretary Squires bear date 
of July 21, the belief, founded not only 
upon them, but also upon collateral and 
later information, is that the legation- 
ers are yet safe from at least immediate 
harm. At present there is no means of 
knowing whether the ministers will ac- 
cept the offer of the Chinese imperial 
government to provide an escort for 
them to Tientsin; but it is surmised they 
will prefer to remain within the British 
legation at Pekin until the arrival of the 
allied forces. Should they leave for 
Tientsin in all probability it would be 
because they regarded it the safer course 
to pursue. It is thought to be not un- 
likely that the Chinese government may 
be very insistent upon the departure of 
the ministers, in the hope, if they can be 
gotten to Tientsin in safety, the storm- 
ing of Pekin may be averted. 

The inhibition of cipher dispatches to 
the ministers, while a serious breach of 
diplomatic usage, is not regarded here 
with apprehension, The Chinese gov- 
ernment, it is pointed out, is suspicious 
of the actions and intent of the powers 
and probably has adopted this precau- 
tion to prevent communication to the 
ministers of details of military move- 
ments, It is evident from the adoption 
of this measure that the imperial goy- 
ernment regards itself as antagonistic 
to, if not actually at war with, the pow- 
ers. Thus far no inhibition has been 
placed upon cipher dispatches passing 
between the various governments and 
their consular representatives in China 
outside of Pekin. 

The state department has taken the 
ground that the dispatch from the tsung 
li yamen, delivered at the department 
Saturday by Minister Wu, is not an an- 
swer to the dispatch of Secretary Hay 
sent on Aug. 1. In that dispatch Secre- 
tary Hay finally and decisively insisted 
that free communication with the min- 
isters must be established before any 
steps would be taken by this government 
toward a peaceful solution of the present 
trouble. 

That dispatch was sent to Consul Gen- 
eral Goodnow, to be by him transmitted 
to Li Hung Chang. The message de- 
livered by Minister Wu to the state de- 
partment Saturday, relative to the in- 
hibition of cipher dispatches, was sent 
by the tsung li yamen on July 30. As 
of that date it already had been com- 
municated to the department by Consul 
Fowler. Obviously, therefore, it could 
not be a reply to the dispatch sent to Mr. 
Goodnow by Secretary Hay on Aug. 1. 
A definite reply to the secretary's dis- 
patch of the Ist instant is awaited with 
gome concern, not tosay anxiety. Itis 
the final word of the United States gov- 
ernment in the pending negotiations. 
The demand must be acceded to, if 
trouble of a serious character is to be 
averted.

Death of Bishop Healy, For Many Years at the 
Head of the Diocese of Maine. 

Portland, Me., Aug. 6.—On Saturday 
Bishop Healy complained of indigestion 
and suffered for about two hours, finally 
getting relief through the attendance of 
doctors. He slept well during the night 
and tried to get up Sunday morning to 
say mass, but was unable todoso. The 
depression returned, from which he was 
temporarily relieved, but at 12 o'clock 
he began to grow weaker, 80 much so 
that at 12:30 he called for Father 
O'Brien, who administered the last 
sacraments. Bishop Healy continued in 
good spirits and was conscious to 1 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, when he died. 

Right Rev. James Augustine Healy, 
Roman Catholic bishop of Maine, was 
born at Macon, Ga., Aug. 6, 1830. In 
early life he studied civil engineering. 
He was led to turn his attention to the 
church, and in 1844 entered Holy Cross 
college at Worcester, Mass., graduating 
in 1849 at the head of his class. His de- 
gree was taken under the Georgetown 
charter. He studied theology at the 
Grand seminary at Montreal for three 
years and then went to Paris and con- 
tinued his studics. June 10, 1854, he was 
ordained a priest in the Cathedral of 
Notre Dame. Prior to his ordination he 
had been designated by Bishop Fitz- 
patrick of Boston as his secretary, and 
he assumed the duties of that office as 
soon as he returned to America. 

He was soon after appointed chan- 
cellor of the diocese of Boston, being the 
first to hold that office. He was also for 
some time rector of the cathedral, and 
was given extraordinary power as an 
administrator. His great executive and 
business ability was recognized even 
then. For 12 years he discharged the 
duties of two and at times three im- 
portant positions. 

From his first field of labor he passed, 
On the elevation of Bishop Williams to 
the episcopate, to the rectorship of St. 
James church, Boston, termed “the 
mother of bishops.” He held this posi- 
tion nine years. Bishop Healy was in- 
strumental in the establishment of many 
institutions connected with the church 
while he was the rector of St. James. 

Bishop Bacon, the first bishop of 
Maine, died in 1874, and Bishop Healy 
Was selected as his successor Feb. 12, 
1875. He was conseciated June 2, 1875, 
The 25th anniversary of this consecra- 
tion was observed here on June 5, 1900, 
and was made an occasion of rejoicing 
by the Catholics in Maine, 

Contributions For Cioar Makers. 

New York, Aug. 6.—The striking and 
locked out cigarmakers have been noti- 
fied that the American Federation of 
Labor has levied a tax of 5 cents per 
capita on its 1,000,000 members for their 
support. ‘The first instalment, $2000 or 
the $50,000 to be thus raised, has been 
paid. The Cigarmakers’ International 
union has also voted ..a assessment of 
$1 on each of its 30,000 members for the 
New York strikers. About $10,000 a 
week is required for the support of the 
strikers, who have been idle 22 weeks. 


She Used a Revolver. 

Boston, Aug. 6.—Mrs, Minnie Janfol ts 
under arrest, charged with assault with 
a loaded revolver with intent to kill. 
Representatives of an ejection company 
Went to the tenement where she made 
her home with her husband and five 
children. Rather than undergo the hu- 
miliation of being put out, Mrs. Janfol, 
it is charged, shot Edward F. Quinn, the 
leader of the men. The man will prob- 
ably recover. 


Succumbed to Heart Failure. 

Magnolia, Mass., Aug. 6.—Former 
Governor Jacob D. Cox of Ohio died here 
of heart failure. General Cox was born 
at Montreal in 1828. At the outbreak of 
the Civil war he was made a brigadier 
general, serving with credit until 1865, 
when he was elected governor of Ohio, 
serving for oneterm. General Cox lived 
at Oberlin, O., and he came to New Eng- 
land only a few jveeks sjnce. 


In Memory of King Humbert. 
Lawrence, Mass., Aug. 6.—The Itallan 
residents of this city held a parade Sun- 
day in memory of King Humbert. In 
the parade was a barouche, containing a 
picture of the king, surmounted by 
American and Italian flags and flowers. 
Following was a hearse, and then came 
a horse without a rider, representing the 
king’s charger, minus his master. A 
mass meeting was held after the parade, 

at which addresses were made. 


Won by Swimmer From Abroad.

A BRUSH WITH ANARCHISTS. 


Chicrgo Police Were Finally Victorious, After 
Vigorously Using Their Clubs. 
Chicago, Aug. 6.—An anarchist riot 
occurred Sunday afternoon at the corner 
of Twelfth and Halstead streets, in which 
25 people were bruised inastruggle with 
45 policemen, summoned to quell the dis- 
turbance. Five persons were arrested, 
among them being Mrs, Lucy Parsons, 
widow of Albert R. Parsons, who was 
executed Noy. 11, 1887, in Chicago for 
aiding and abetting the bomb throwing 
in the Haymarket riot. She was charged 
with disorderly conduct, obstructing the 
street and resisting an officer. Her bail 
was fixed at $1000. 

A mass meeting had been called at 
West Side Turner hal, at which speeches 
were to be made by Mrs. Parsons and 
others on the topic: ‘“‘The Execution of 
the King of Italy.” The call concluded: 
“Workmen, come in crowds and show 
that the feeling of brotherhood is strong 
among you.” 

Mrs. Parsons was on her way to the 
hall, but finding it had been closed by 
the police she stepped into a doorway 
across the street. Soon a crowd formed, 
and a police officer, pushing the throng 
aside, caught a glimpse of Mrs. Parsons. 
Thinking she was making an anarchistic 
speech he endeavored to disperse the 
crowd. His efforts were in vain and the 
Officer sent in a call for reinforcements, 
Additional officers arrived and immedi- 
ately a general fight was precipitated. 
Fists and clubs were used, and the offi- 
finding themselves being worsted, 
sent ina riot call. The number of police 
was increased to 45, and they rushed into 
the throng. Mrs. Parsons was seized. 
It is claimed she resisted arrest and her 
associates fought for her. Bricks were 
thrown, clubs were wielded and a fierce 
struggle ensued before the crowd was 
finally dispersed. 

Clement Puetzer, one of those ar- 
rested, was badly cut in the hand. A 
number of children in the crowd were 
knocked down in the melee and trampled 
upon, but none were injured seriously. 
In all 25 persons were badly beaten and 
bruised 

After the affray numerous small cards 
were found on the street and in the vi- 
cinity, containing two verses of poetry, 
urging the workingmen to be free, to 
throw off the yoke of bondage and fight 
for liberty and to lay down their lives if 
necessary to overthrow the government 
@nd attain freedom. The card bore the 
heading “Workingmen, emancipate 
yourselves.”

Boston Child of Eight Years Lured 
Into Woods and Brutally Assaulted, 


Covered With Leaves and 
Brush and Left For Dead. 


Teamster in the Employ of the Victim’s Father 
Charged With Committing Crime. 


Boston, Aug. 6.—In making an arrest 
of Hugh Maguire, a teamster, aged 45, 
last night, the police charge that he as- 
saulted the 8-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Dennie Sullivan, and further, 
moreover, tried to murder her. The al- 
leged crime caused no little excitement 
in Dorchester district. Many of the 
neighbors of the Sullivans would have 
Gone bodily harm to Maguire had he 
been within their reach, so wrought up 
were they on learning of the affair. 

The little one was lured away from her 
home into the woods. Her assailant at- 
tempted criminal assault, and failing, 
he then either beat or kicked her until he 
supposed she was dead. Then, covering 
the body with leaves and brush, he left 
her. 

West Selden street is comparatively 
new, and has not yet been graded. There 
are but few houses upon it, and in the 
vicinity in which the Sullivan family 
lives there are thick woods on one side. 
This enabled the perpretrator of the out- 
rage to easily lure his victim away with- 
out attracting attention. 

McGuire has been employed by Sulli- 
van for about a month, and was boarded 
at his home. 

Sunday morning the family went to 
church leaving ttle Lizzie and an older 
sister at home. McGuire was about, 
and, it is said, tried to get the older girl 
to go out with him “after berries.”” She 
declined, but in some way, it is said, he 
got Lizzie to go with him. They were 
feen together as they went into the 
woods. 

At noon McGuire presented himself 
at the house and ate hisdinner. It was 
not much more than an hour before that 
he had goneaway. He wasasked where 
Lizzie was, the parents understanding 
that he was with her, but he stated that 
he had not seen her. The parents did 
not persist in questioning him, and he 
again went away. He was not seen 
again until arrested. 

The child not putting in an appearance 
the parents became alarmed and the aid 
of the police wasasked. It was not until 
after 6 o'clock that the brother and sis- 
ter of the child and Patrolman Williams 
came upon her almost at the same time. 
She rose up out of the bushes, where she 
had been left, having but just recovered 
consciousness. 

Covered with blood, dazed and racked 
by pain, the little one was scarcely rec- 
ognized, In addition to the other marks 
of violence upon her, she had an ugly- 
looking cut Over one eye and a bruised 
and cut place on the side of her head. 

Tenderly she was taken home and a 
doctor was speedily in attendance. 

From the time the little one lay ina 
semi-comatose condition, now and then 
rousing in a fever of delirium, broken by 
occasional moments of seeming con- 
sciousness. 

The physician was at her side for about 
two hours at the time of his first call, 
and during this time she was able to re- 
peat that ‘Hughey did it.”

heel and thought he had ended Lizzie’s 
life. It was the opinion of the surgeon 
that the little one’s recovery was doubt- 
ful.

Springfield, Mass., Aug. 6.—William 
Butscher, national secretary of the So- 
cial Democratic party, has received the 
following letter from Eugene Y. Debs, 
presidential nonsinee of the party, under 
date of July 31: 


EUGENE V. DEBS. 

“Having responded to the call of my 
comdares in accepting the nomination 
their confidence and partiality bestowed 
upon me, I am deeply sensible to the re- 
sponsibilities which rest upon me as a 
Socialist candi@ate for the office of 
President of the United States. Fully 
imbued with the philosophy of socialism, 
I seek no personal preferment, and I 
claim consideration only as a representa- 
tive of the principles of international 
class-conseious socialism, In that ca- 
pacity, and that alone, I appeal to the 
working class and my countrymen for 
their support. ‘The confidence implied 
by the unanimous action of my com- 
rades moves me to regret my limitations 
and to wish myself a worthier represen- 
tative of the principles so sacred to them 
because fraught with such grave import 
to the countless victims struggling in 
grasp of economic bondage. 

“But all the strength and ability I 
have are at their service. Long since 
I consecrated myself to the cause, and 
all I have laid with joy on the altar of 
socialism. As we look abroad we be- 
hold the steady and stately march of 
transformation. Capitalism, which has 
written its record in the tears and blood 
of the human race, is staggering to its 
doom, while secialism, herald of light 
and freedom, quickened by the spirit of 
the new revolution, is sweeping over the 
world, 

“Here in the United States of America 
We are on the eve of our first great battle. 
Let us gird on our armor and press for- 
ward to meet the enemies of freedom, 
the oppressors of the people, the ex- 
ploiters of the working class and the 
foes of all humanity. Let us dismiss 
all minor considerations and unite in 
every state and territory, from end to 
end of the land, in one mighty effort to 
hasten the end of capitalisin, and the 
inauguration of the co-operative com- 
monwealth.”

Roosevelt Will Begin In the West In September. 
Hanna May Take the Stump. 
New York, Aug. 7.—Messrs. Roosevelt, 


Heath, Manley and Hanna were in con- 
ference at the Repubdlican national 
headquarters yesterday. Governor 


Roosevelt said that it was decided that 
his first speech would be in Chicago on 
Labor day, Sept. 3. This speech was not 
to be political, but of a general character, 
From there he will go west until Oct. 15, 
when he will return to New York. From 
that time on he will speak only in New 
York state. He said that he was as- 
signed to cover every county in New 
York state, and part of the object of the 
conference had been to see if he could 
not get back east earlier. 

After the conference Mr. Heath said: 
“I told Senator Hanna that there is a 
great call in several parts of the coun- 
try for Senator Hanna to come and talk 
to the people. It is very probable that 
he will do this towards the end of the 
campaign. I think I have induced him 
todo so. He regarded the call as a joke 
at first, but he has taken it seriously.” 
Mr. Heath further said: “We have 
&reat calls for literature on all other 
issues of the campaign except that of 
imperialism. Most of it Is in regard to 
the general prosperity of the country 
and 16to1." He also said that speakers 
would probably not be sent out for mass 
meetings held till Sept. 1.

3irmingham, Ala., Aug. 7—A general 
State election for state and county offi- 
clals and members of the general as- 


sembly was held in Alabama Monday, 
and a large inajority was returned for 
the Democratic ticket, headed by Will- 
iam J. Sanford, for governor. ‘The Re- 
publicans, Populists and Prohibilionists 
had tickets inthe field, but returns so 
far indicate victory for the Democrats 
by an overwhelming majority.

BRITISH AFFAIRS OF STATE 


South African War and Chinese Insurrection 
Dealt With In the Queen’s Speech. 

London, Aug. 9.--The queen’s speech to 
parliament, which adjourned yesterday, 
after relating that the relations with the 
powers of Europe and America continue 
friendly, and a reference to the estab- 
lishment of the commonwealth of 
Australia, refers to the war in South 
Africa, ‘which has placed in the strong- 
est light the heroism and high military 
qualities of the troops brought together 
under my banner from this country, from 
Canada, Australiaand my South African 
possessions.” 

The speech then says: “Believing 
the continued independence of the re- 
publics to be a constant danger to the 
peace of Sout! Africa, I authorized the 
annexation of the Free State as a first 
step to the union of the races under an 
institution which may in time be de- 
veloped so as to secure equal rights and 
privileges in South Africa,” 

Referring to China, the speech says: 
“The British and other legations at Pe- 
kin have been unexpectedly attacked by 
an insurgent mob, and it Is feared that 
many of their inmates have been mur- 
dered. How far the Chinese authorities 
are accomplices in this atrocious crime, 
and whether the British minister and his 
family among the victims, are mat- 
ters still in some uncertainty. The ut- 
most efforts will be made by myself and 
my allies to visit with punishment the 
authors of this unexampled crime.” 

After a reference to the Ashanti rising, 
the speech cevotes a few words to the 
distress caused by the famine and plague 
in India, and thanks the commons for 
their liberalily wherewith they respond- 
ed to the unusual financial demands due 
to the war

Bryan and Adlai Ewing Stevenson were } 


yesterday afternoon officially notifled of | 
their selection by the Kansas City con- 
vention as candidates of the Democratie 
party for the presidency and vice presi- 
dency respectively. 

The ceremony was preceded by a 
Parade through the principal streets, 
participated in by a number of visiting 
and local Democratic clubs. These 
acted as an escort to the notification 
party and the cavalcade was an imposing 
one. The meeting began a few minutes 
after 3 o'clock and concluded at 5:40 p. 
m. Five speeches were made, Mayor 
Taggart of Indianapolis adding a wel- 
coming address to the notification 
speeches of Representative Richardson 
and Governor Thomas and responses 
made by Mr. Bryan and Mr. Stevenson. 

Mr. Bryan spoke a few words extem- 
poraneously in introducing his speech, 
all of which, except the peroration, was 
read from manuscript. Theclosing sen- 
tences were repeated from memory ina 
most effective manner. The extem- 
poraneous introduction was as follows: 

“I feel that I owe an apology or ex- 
planation to the people who are to

Thinks Filipinos’ Resistance Will Cease After 
November—State of War In China.‘ 

New York, Aug. 10.—In a Washington 
dispatch to the Brooklyn Eagle, Admiral 
Dewey is quoted as saying to The Eagle 
correspondent: “{fregardthe news from 
the Philippines as particularly encourag- 
ing. Aguinaldo’s lieutenants are sur- 
rendering one after another. Whatever 
show of resistance to our authority there 
is at the present time in the Philippines 
will be kept alive by the leaders, who 
hold out to the soldiers the hope of 
Bryan's election. 

“I regard the situation in China as 
exceedingly grave. The difficulties that 
our solciers will have to contend against 
are many and various. ‘The conditions 
that exist there are very much the same 
as those in the Philippine {slands.”

Editcrs of the Quiuey Daily Ledger: 


The account of the case brought

Pure prussic acid is never sold or 
handled. The smell of it is always 
fatal. 
half an hour, but the instant it enters 
the lungs as a gas. The mixture or- 
dinarily sold as prussic acid is 98 parts 
water to two parts of the drug. Even 
in this form it is very deadly. A 20 
per cent mixture of the acid would kill 
nearly as quickly as if pure. 

Atropine, though it has no harmful 
odor, is so deadly that as much of it as 
would adhere to the end of a moistened 
forefinger would instantly cause death. 

Cyanide of potassium has a pleasant 
smell, which is not injurious, but a 
small quantity swallowed kills at once. 

Pure ammonia, if inhaled, would 
cause death almost as quickly as prus- 
sie acid. 

When a carboy of nitric acid is bro- 
ken, some one has to suffer. It will 
burn wood, eat through iron plates and 
destroy whatever it touches. Such an 
accident once happened in an acid fac- 
tory. Every one ran away, leaving 
the acid to amuse itself by setting 
fire to things. Soon it was seen that 
the puilding would pg destroyed an 
hundreds of people thrown out o 
work, and four men volunteered to put 
out the fire in the acid room.

The Register of the Voice, 

The register of the voice is some- 
times confounded with the range.

The tones may be either open or closed. 
They are given from the chest and the 
back of the nose. 

Head tones come from the bridge of 
the nose, and if untrained are apt to 
develop an unpleasant shrillness. 

In a trained voice it is impossible to 
detect where the chest register ends.— 
New York World. 


Plants That Bear Jewels. 

One of the directors of Kew gardens, 
lecturing at the London institute on 
some curiosities of tropical plant life, 
said that among these were the pearls 
found occasionally in the cocoanut 
palm of the Philippine Islands—pearls 
which, like those of the ocean, are com- 
posed of carbonate of lime. The bam- 
boo, too, yields another precious prod- 
uct in the shape of true opals, which 
are found in its joints.

Nature’s Winter Storage. 

As the result of 29 years of experi- 
ments at Rothamsted, Englane, it Is 
shown that in the winter months more 
than half of the amount of rain that 
falls penetrates into the soil and be- 
comes available for the supply of 
springs, while in the summer only one- 
quarter of the rainfall is absorbed by 
the soil. The maximum quantity of 
water in the soil is at a depth of about 
40 inches.

It was plain that 
here there was neither Greek, bar- 
barian nor Scythian, but Christ was all 
and in all.—Churchman.

IN RIGHT DIRECTION. 


Uhina Takes a Step Towara Peacetul 
Settlement of Her Troubles, 


Earl Li Is Authorized to Ne- 
gotiate With Powers 


For immediate Cessation of Hostilities Brought 
About by a**Misunderstanding.”” 


Washington, Aug. 13.—Official evidence 
of China's desire for a peaceful settle- 
ment of the present difficulties was pre- 
sented to the state department Sunday. 
It was in the form of an edict prormul- 
gated by Emperor Kwang Hsu, «ppoint- 
ing Li Hung Chang as envoy plenipo- 
tentiary to negotiate with the powers 
for an “immediate cessation of hostili- 
ties,” pending a solution of the problems 
which have grown out of the anti-foreign 
uprising in the empire. 

Ear! Li is to act directly for the em- 
peror, and a fair inference is that what- 
ever terms of settlement he may reach 
with the powers will be approved by the 
imperial government. 

During the day only one dispatch that 
Was made public reached any of the 
government departments from China. A 
belated message from Minister Conger 
Was transmitted to the war department 
by General Chaffee. It expressed simply 
his ability to “hold on” until General 
Chaffee should come to his relief. All 
the power of this government will be 
exerted to get that relief to him and the 
Other imprisoned iegationers at the 
earliest possible moment. 

Minister Wu was an early caller atthe 
department of state. He presented to 
Mr, Adee a copy of the imperial edict 
Which he had received Saturday night. 
Shortly before Minister Wu left the de- 
partment Secretary of War Root joined 
the two ciplomatists, but remained only 
long enough to obtain a copy of theedict 
and discuss it briefly with the Chinese 
minister. 

Minister Wu expressed the belief that 
the edict presented a means of peaceful 
adjustment of the present trouble, ard 
that the request of the Chinese govern- 
ment tor a cessation of hostilities pend- 
ing peace negotiations entirely 
reasonable. 

Late in the day Acting Secretary Adee 
made public the text of the impertal 
edict, as transmitted by the privy coun- 
cil, as follows: 

“In the present conflict between Chi- 
nese and foreigners there has been some 
misunderstanding on the part of the 
foreign nations and alsoa want of proper 
management on the part of some of the 
local authorities. A clash of arms is 
followed by calamatous results and 
causes a rupture of friendly relations, 
which will ultimately do no good to the 
world. We hereby appoint Li Hung 
Chang as our envoy plenipotentiary, 
With itstructions to propose at once by 
telegraph to the governments of the 
several powers concerned for the im- 
mediate cessation of hostile demonstra- 


was 


tions pending negotiations, which he is 
hereby authorized to conduct 


for our 
part for the settlement of whatever 
questions may have to be dealt with. 


The questions ure to be severally cone 
sidered in a satisfactory manner and the 
result of the negotiations reported to us 
for our sanction. Respect this.” 

While it is conceded by the Washing- 
ton Officials that the conference of pleni- 
potentiary authority upon Earl Lito ne- 
gotiate with the powers for a setllemeat 
of existing trouble is a step in the right 
direction, it by no means is assured that 
the United States government will con- 
sent offhand to open negotiations with 
the distinguished viceroy. The demands 
of this government upon China have 
been made plainly and without equivo- 
cation. They cannot be misunderstood. 
Assuming that the Chinese government 
is acting in good faith, the demands are 
reasonable and Can be complied with 
readily. 

Last night Secretary Adee, by direc- 
tion of President McKinley, presented to 
Minister Wu for transmission to hig 
government the reply of the United 
States to the imperial edict appointing 
Li Hung Chang envoy to negotiate with 
the powers fur a cessation of hostilities. 
The text of the reply was not made 
publie. In effect, however, it is a re- 
iteration of the demands previously made 
by the United states upon China, coupled 
with a vigorous intimation that no ne- 
gotiations will be entered into until the 
Chinese government shall have complied 
with those demands. 

This government, inspired by a de- 
termination to effect the rescue of the 
legationens besieged in Pekin, takes ad- 
vantage in its reply to the edict to re- 
iterate the demands previously made 
upon China. These demands first were 
made by the president on July 23 and sub- 
sequently were reiterated substantially 
by Acting Secretary Adee by direction 
of the president. The demands for the 
protection of the ministers, for free com- 
munication between them and their re- 
spective governments, and for the re- 
storation of order in China form the key- 
note of the memorandum forwarded to 
the imperial government by the presi- 
dent yesterday. The iteration and re- 
iteration of the demands must, it Is 
thought, make it perfectly clear to the 
Chinese government that no negotiations 
will be entered Into until a square-toed 
compliance with them has been made. 
Should the demands be acceded to there 
will be no obstacles, it is belleved, in the 
way of a settlement of other questions 
which have arisen out of the pending 
troubles,

FIFTEEN PERSONS KILLED OUTRIGHT. 


Eleven Others Seriously injured in a Grade 
Crossing Accident In Pennsyivania. 

Slatington, Pa., Aug. 13—Ata grade 
Crossing three miles east of thig city a 
passenger train on the Lehigh and New 
England railroad crashed into an omnfi- 
bus containing 25 persons. Fifteen per- 
®ons were Killed and but three escaped 
uninjured. 

The accident occurred about 5 o’cloek. 
The omnibus, driven by a man named 
Peters, was returning to Slatington from 
@ funeral the occupants had been at- 
tending at Cherryville. The coach be- 
longed to Henry Bittner of Slatington, 
and the dead and injured were nearly all 
relatives of Sophia Schoeffer, at whose 
obsequies they had been present. The 
train was a speeial, and consisted of an 
engine and one car. At the point at 
which the collision occurred there is a 
sharp curve in the road, and the omal- 
bus came along at a good rate of speed, 
the occupants unconscious of any im- 
pending danger. As the bus swung 
around the curve the engine and oar 
came in sight. It was too late to stop 
either the omnibus or the train, and, as 
the driver of the former whipped up the 
four horses to cross the track ahead of 
the train, but failed, the oceupants were 
thrown in all directions, bruised and 
bleeding. ‘The dead were killed out- 
right. 


Touched a Match to Powder. 

Saco, Me., Aug. 13.—George and Will- 
jam Trott, aged 6 and 8 years respective- 
ly, were terribly injured by an explosion 
of blasting powder. The younger lad can- 
not recover, and it is feared the life of 
the elder cannot be saved. A former 
tenant had left a box containing powder 
in the attic, and the youngsters, who 
were playing there Sunday, found the 
substance and touched a mateh to it. 
The explosion knocked the little fellows 
down, set their clothing afire, and filled 
their faces and bodies with powder. 
Nelson Keep on Winning. 

Philadelphia, Aug. 13.—Johnny Nelson 
of Chicago defeated Archie McEachern 
of Canada in a 30-mile motor paced bi- 
cycle race at the Woodside park track, 
the time being 48:04 2-5. Nelson broke 
every record from one to 30 miles, with 
the exception of those for 1, 2 and 26 
miles.

Eachern’s bicycle broke in the last lap 
of the second mile. In securing a new 
wheel he lost 1% laps, and waa able to re- 
cover only half a lap. 

Horse Took Them to Death. 

Binghamton, N. Y¥., Aug. 13.—Fred 
Hartwell and Frederick Edwards were 
drowned in the Delaware river at Han- 
cock. The men had been drinking and 
quarreled. Hartwell struck Edwards 
witha whip. Edwards picked up a atick 
and in defending himself Hartwell 
dropped the lines and the horse ran, 
jumped over the bank and Into the river, 
15 feet deep. A third man in the wagon 
swam ashore. The other men were 
drowned.

(Ho Si Wu) yesterday. Chaffee.” 

Word of the advance spread 
throughout offictal quarters. In the en- 
thusiasm of the moment, a_ report

actual arrival at Pekin. But the war 
department ‘had not a word of the ad- 
vance beyond HoSi Wu. It was deemed 
hardly likely the march to Pekin should 
have been made since last Thursday. 
At the rate of progress, six miles a day, 
made from Yang Tsun to Ho Si Wu, it 
would still leave the international forces 
nine miles from Pekin up to yesterday. 
Viewed from any standpoint, the ad- 
vance to Ho Si Wu was of the utmost 
importance, not only strategically, but 
also in showing that communication was 
open back 
opposition

steady forward movement, and in the 
influence it would exert upon the Chi- 
nese government. Brief asthe dispatch 
is, it conveys much information be- 
yond that specifically contained in its 
few words. 

As it has taken five days for General 
Chaffee to report the advance to Ho Si 
Wu, it is evident that wire communi- 
cation is nut open to the front. This 
was hardly to be expected, and the safe 
arrival of the message at least shows 
that a certain measure of communica- 
tion is open. One of the chief sourcesef 
congratulation among officials is that the 
fancied hordes of Chinese have not ma- 
terialized, or at least have not prevented 
the international column from drawing 
close to the gates of Pekin. 

Shortly after this dispatch arrived 
another message from General Chaffee, 
far more lengthy, gave the melancholy 
result of the fight at Yang Tsun. ‘The 
casualty list is given on the detail, with 
the additional information that the 
dead had been buried at Yang Tsun, and 
that the wounded had been sent back to 
the hospital at Tientsin.

REQUEST PROMPTLY GRANTED. 


Large Delegation of Hungry Porto Ricans 
Begged Governor Hunt For Work. 

San Juan, P. R., Aug. 14.—More than 
100 laborers with their wives and chil- 
dren reached this city yesterday morn- 
ing, after two days of weary marching, 
without food, from San Lorenzo, a dis- 
tance of 27 miles. The procession, made 
up of all shades and conditicns, led by 
a colored woman with an American flag, 
and carrying banners on which were in- 
scribed the words “Give Us Work,” 
marched quietly through the city to the 
executive mansion, where a halt was 
made, 

The spokesman then called upon Civil 
Governor Hunt and explained that the 
object of the visit was to ask the gov- 
ernment to open a read between Caguas 
and San Lorenzo, thus enabling the la- 
boring classes of the district to get a 
lMvlihood. He pointed out that at 
present there was no work of any kind 
in that district, and that the people, who 
were wholly dependent upon their daily 
earnings, were without bread and were 
suffering. 

Mr. Hunt replied sympathetically, and 
promised that the government would do 
all in its power to relieve the situation. 

Orders were promptly issued for work 
to be begun on the road today, and for 
the employment of as many persons as 
possible who might apply from the dis- 
trict. Thespokeksman of the deputation 
had said that there was no expectation 
of gratuitous government assistance 
but merely a desire for work. Official 
investigation shows that the district in 
question is very badly off, and that no 
work of any sort has been in operation 
there for some time. 

It is pointed out that these conditions 
are partly due to the old system of gov- 
ernment relief supplies, which had a 
tendency to pauperize the recipient, and 
to lead many to believe that the govern- 
ment would indefinitely support the poor 
in idleness.

In late years in- 
deed he had shown the greatest ani- 
mosity toward the whole family. Some 
of the affiliated branches who were 
poorer and prouder than the Telekys 
themselves murmured loudly, and it 
was their complaints, the Telekys in- 
sisted, that had hardened the great 
man’s heart.

corkscrew Seed, 

There are some seeds which “literal- 
ly corkscrew themselves into the 
ground.” The most remarkable in- 
stance is perhaps that of the Spina 
pennata, a beautiful south European 
grass. The actual seed is small, with 
a sharp point and stiff short hairs 
pointing backward. The top end of 
the seed is produced into a fine, twist- 
ed, corkscrewlike rod, which is fol- 
lowed by a plain cylindrical portion, 
tnding in a long, delicate feather, the 
whole being more than a foot in length. 
Owing to this feather the seed falls to 
the earth point downward and sticks 
in the ground. 

But even if the seed should settle on 
its side, ‘damp, by acting on the hairs 
attached to it, causes it to rise up till 
its point is downward. If a shower 
comes on or dew falls, the spiral un- 
winds, elongating itself upward. Be- 
ing covered, like the seed, with back- 
ward pointing hairs, it usually presses 
against some blade of grass or other 
obstacle, with the result that the seed 
is pressed into the ground. 

On the spiral becoming dry again, it 
curls up, and the seed is not drawn 
out of the ground owing to its back- 
ward pointing hairs, but the spiral and 


| the feather are easily drawn down. On 


the return of damp the spiral again un- 
winds and, acting as before, drives the 
seed still farther down until at last it 
is quite buried.

BEE BUZZES. 


To obtain the greatest amount of honey 
swarming must be controlled. 

All danger of bees absconding may be 
prevented by clipping the queen’s wings. 

Desirable results in honey production 
cannot be obtained by allowing too much 
increase. 

Dividing may be continued safely as 
long as the honey flow lasts, and if after- 
ward more increase is desired it may be 
secured by feeding. 


Much success is obtained in se- 
curing straight combs by the use of 


foundations, either by using full sheets 
or even starters of the same. 

The first thing necessary after hiving 
a swarm of bees in a frame hive is to ad- 
just the frames to their proper places. 
One and a half inches is the proper dis- 
tance. 

Combs in which bees have died should 
be put in a hive of bees as they are, and 
the bees will clean them up readily and 
thoroughly in a short time. Empty 
combs are too valuable to be thrown 
away. 

The wiring of frames and the imbed- 
ding of the foundation undoubtedly make 
the most substantial job. The wire run- 
ning through the base of the comb does 
it no perceptible injury, while such 
frames will stand shipment better than 
otherwise.—St. Louis Republic.

When we entered the Phil- 
ippines, it was an additional menace to 
the Chinese empire, and it led to the revo- 
lution in China, and put the missionaries 
and ambassadors in peril of their lives.

American ice cream freezers of mod- 
ern types, such as are now widely and 
commonly used in this country, are 
| exported to many foreign countries. 
Wherever Ice cream is made American 
freezers are preferred, says the New 
York Sun, because, like so many other 
American productions, they are es- 
pecially well adapted to their use. 

There are, of course, various kinds 
of these modern freezers, and they 
are made in a great number of sizes, 
having a capacity from one pint up 
to 40 quarts. The pint freezer, with 
its tall cedar bucket bound with brass 
hoops and with the metal attachments 
of the freezer itself nickel plated, looks 
like a jolly sort of toy, and it is in fact 
sold as such, but it is nevertheless a 
practical freezer, in which cream to 
its capacity can be frozen just as in 
any other. 

Freezers up to a capacity of eight 
quarts are known as family sizes. Ten 
quart and on up to the 40 quart freez- 
| ers would be used by boarding houses 
and hotels and by ice cream manufac-

In all the smaller and medium sizes 
the modern timproved contrivance 
has practically supplanted the old style 
freezer, commonly known as the tub 
and can. In large freezers, however, 
including those of the largest size, up 
to 40 quarts capacity, there are still 
sold tub and can freezers In considera- 
ble numbers, for freezing purposes, for 
making ice cream and hokey pokey. 
| The buyers of the old fashioned big 
tub and can freezers nowadays are 
chiefly Italians, who prefer them be- 
cause they are cheaper. But while 
the modern freezer has now so largely 
superseded the old fashioned kind for 
freezing purposes, yet a dealer said 
that there were still sold many old 
fashioned tub and can freezers of all 
these various sizes, these being largely 
used now for shipping purposes for the 
delivery of ice cream to local custom- 
ers and to purchasers at more or less 
distant points. 

Ice cream is distinetly an article of 
local manufacture, and wherever there 
is a town of a few hundred or thou- 
sand inhibitants there are likely to be 
found confectioners or others making 
Nevertheless New York 


cream in great variety and at all 
Seasons and prepared to supply any 
demand anywhere at any time, send 
ice cream at one time and another to 
many points within a radius of 60 
miles and to even greater distances.

Drying the Hair. 

To supply the need of a simple and 
convenient appliance for drying the 
hair a Chicago woman has designed 
the device shown in the cut. It is in- 
tended to provide a means for holding 
the hair in a distended position, away 


DEVICE FOR DRYING HAIR, 
from the neck, and in such a manner 
as to protect the clothing from the 


dampness after washing. After a lady 
has washed her hair the band is passed 
under the hair at the back of the neck 
and the ends brought toward each 
other at the temples, to be connected 
across the forehead by tapes and a 
buckle. The branches of the brace 
rest upon the back of the neck and the 
tapes are connected under the chin. 
This brace bar holds the rear portion 
of the band in an elevated position, so 
that the hair will be held free from 
the body and clothing. As the body 
portion of the band is of coarse net- 
ting a free circulation of air is per- 
mitted, which rapidly dries the hair. 


Life at 421 Degrees Below Zero, 

Investigations recently made in Eng- 
land show that the lower forms of life, 
both animal and vegetable, are capa- 
ble of existing in the extreme cold of 
421 degrees below zero Fahrenheit. At 
this almost inconceivable temperature 
the earth's atmosphere would be fro- 
zen solid and would incrust the globe 
to a depth of several feet. Professor 
Allan Malfayden has just presented 
his results to the Royal Society of Eng- 
land covering experiments made with 
bacteria and other germs. The most 
vigorous varieties of bacteria were se 
lected and exposed for 20 hours to the 
temperature of liquid air 275 degrees 
below zero. They were thawed out 
and examined. The experiment yleld- 
ed the startling result that these living 
organisms were apparently unchang- 
ed by the extreme cold.

WHITE PEOPLE WILL JUDGE JUSTLY. 


Eminent Colored Men Condemn the Riot Pre- 
cipitated by Negroes In New York. 

New York, Aug. 17.—T. Thomas For- 
tune, the well known negro editor and 
author of New York, in speaking of 
Wednesday night's riot, said: 

“The man who precipitated the riot 
got his deserts’ He was kicked and 
cuffed and locked up. I hope all who 
participated in the riot, whether white 
br black, will be dealt with as severely 
as the law allows. All colored men of 
the better class hold unlawful acts of 
violence in detestation, and have no 
Sympathy for those who take part in 
such demonstritions. But, on the other 
hand, they do not believe in a mob tak- 
ing the law into its own hands. I 
sincerely hope, or rather, I am sure, the 
white people of this city will judge justly 
in this affair. The negroes who pre- 
cipitated the riot are exiles from New 
Orleans and the south generally. They 
were chased from there for this same 
sort of thing.” 

The riot was one of the topics at Re- 
publican headquarters Thursday. Pro- 
fessor Scarborough, colored, vice presi- 
dent of Wilberforce university, Ohio, had 
called upon Chairman Hanna, and in 
speaking of the riot Professor Scar- 
borough said that the conservative and 
respectable elements of both races de- 
plored the trouble.

Judement on Arrival at Pekin. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—An urgent, al- 
most pathetic, appeal of Li Se Chang, 
submitted early yesterday to the state| 
department, that the victorious march | 
of the allies stop at Tung Chow, and | 
that the military commanders in the | 
field be instructed to arrange an armis-| 
tice at that point, was met with a re-! 
sponse that General Chaffee already had 
been given complete instructions em- 
powering him to carry out an arrange- 
ment in concert with other commanders | 
for the delivery of the ministers and 
persons under their protection to the re-| 
Mef column, not at Tung Chow, as had 
been suggested, but at the imperial city 
of Pekin. | 

Furthermore, it Was made known to 
China that General Chaffee’s instruc- 
tions left him free rein as to whether he 
should insist upon entering Pekin and 
going to the legations or should receive 
the delivery of the legationers at the 
gate of the inner tartar city or at the 
great outer wall. In short, China 
through her peace envoy, besought a 
halt and an armistice at Tung Chow, 12 
miles from Pekin; whereas, the response 
of the American government is that, if 
there is to be a halt—an armistice—it 
must be at the walls of the imperial city. 

The conclusions of the government 
Were announced after an extended cab- 
inet meeting. The president had just 
returned from a brief respite at Canton 
and found his advisors ready to present 
to him the issue now advanced by China. 
After the cabinet meeting the American 
reply was sent to the Chinese minister, 
who, later in the day, cabled it to Li 
Hung Chang. 

Thus the Issue was framed, finally and 
unalterably. The United States declined 
even to consider the proposition of Li 
Hung Chang for a halt and an armistice 
at Tung Chow. Even the supreme ap- 
peal of the venerable Chinese states- 
man that the Chinese empire would be 
shaken by an advance of the allies be- 
yond Tung Chow was not heeded. The 
answer of the United States is that our 
position is the same now as It has been 
from the outset, namely, that the minis- 
ters must be delivered at the walls of 
Pekin and in such circumstances as wil 
meet the judgment of the military com- 
manders on the spot. 

The American memorandum of reply 
gives Li Hung Chang practically noth- 
ing beyond a repetition of the two dis- 
patches heretofore sent to General Chaf- 
fee. The first dispatch, of Aug. 12, gives 
a sharp response to Ear! Li's first com- 
munication, laying down the condition 
that “the forces composing the relief ex- 
pedition shall be permitted to enter 
Pekin unmolested.” The second dis- 
patch, of Aug. 14, merely amplifies Gen- 
eral Chaffee'’s authority in anticipation 
of China's acceptance of the American 
demand that the relief column must 
“enter Pekin.” 

This second order to General Chaffee 


specifically states that if the Chines. 
authorities are willing to deliver the 
legationers “to relief column at P: kin,” 
then General Chaffee is autho:ized to 
make and carry out an arrangement in 
concert with other commanders without 
awaiting a reference to Washington. 
Whether this arrangement committed 
to General Chaffee is to be an armistice, 
a truce, or some other device of military 
science, is for him to decide at Pekin. 
The two dispatches to him contemplate | 
action only at Pekin. 

Thus there can be no misunderstand- 
ing of the issue as made up. Li Hung 
Chang's appeal for an armistice at Tung 
Chow is rejected and the continually 
reiterated demand of the United States 
that the ministers be delivered to the 
allied troops at Pekin fs reinforced. 

The latest dispatch from Ministes 
Conger brought little Information be- 
yond that already in hand. That the 
situation is desperate {Is shown by a 
statement that one of the attacks upon 
the legation occurred the night before the 
dispatch wassent. Itis evident that the 
minister ts informed of the approach of 
the allied column, as he says, “nearing | 
allied forces give us hope.” 

Beyond the diplomatic exchanges of 
the day, and the receipt of the Conger) 
message, the chief interest centered in | 
the exact whereabouts of the alliad| 
armies. From Japanese sources came 
the most advanced information, first in} 
the Tokio advices that Tung Chow had | 
been occupied, and, later, in an official | 
dispatch from the Japanese foreign office | 
to Minister Takahira. confirming this} 
report. 

Some days had elapsed, however, since 
this occupation of Tung Chow, and there! 
had been ample time to cover the 12 miles 
between that place and Pekin. Whether 
tha allied forces actually were there was

BAYA TALKS TO NEICHEGORS 


Tells Why the Silver Question |s Relegated te 
the Rear This 

Lincoln, Neb. Aug. 17.—Mr. Bryan re- 
turned to his home here yesterday after 
an absence of 10 days. He was met by 
a large concourse of people. who escorted 
him to his residence, and who, after 
listening to a speech there only dts- 
persed to meet in the evening with many 
vthers at a reception given in the state 
tapitol grounda. When they alighted 
from the train, Mr. and Mrs. Bryan were 
met by a local committee, who escorted 
them to carriages. There were speeches 
of welcome for both husband and wife. 

In reply Mr. Bryan spoke at some 
length on national issues. He explained 
the reasons of his party for an apparent 
change of issues, saying: “Parties do 
not make issues; parties meet issues. 
In the campaign of 1890 the dominant 
Question Was the tariff! question. Before 
1892 the silver question began to riseinto 
prominence, and in the campaign of 1892 
we discussed both the tariff question and 
the silver question, but the silver ques- 
tion more than the tariff question. By 
1894 the silver question had so risen in 
importance that it became the main 
question of discussion in this state. The 
Republicans carried this state and had 
two-thirds of the legislature, but the 
silver question went on increasing in 
importance until in 1896 we had the fight 
in the nation upon the same lines. After 
two years of consideration the people of 
Nebraska had so changed their minds 
that we carried the state by 24,000 ma- 
jority. If we had had our way about it 
we would have in this campaign at this 
time the same questions we had in 1896. 

“But the Republican party has brought 
into this campaign a new question, more 
important than all others. It attacks 
the fundamental principles upon which 
Our government rests. Our contention 
is that our government is built on the 
doctrine that all men are created equal, 
Destroy that doctrine and there is no 
foundation upon which a free govern- 
ment can be built. If all men are cre- 
ated equal, if they are endowed with 
inalienable rights; if governments are 
instituted among men and derive their 
just powers from the consent of the 
governed, then this nation has no more 
right as a nation to claim the ownership 
of 8.0#,000 Filipinos than one man has 
a right to claim the ownership of an- 
other man. The Republican party, which 
Was not willing that a black man should 
be sold for $1000, now claims that a 
Filipino can be bought for $2.50 The 
Principle is exactly the same.” 

In conclusion, Mr. Bryan advised his 
hearers to vote in November as their 
conscience should dictate.

When a Kiss Was Valuable. 

The practice of kissing the hands 
Was instituted by the early Roman rul- 
ers as a mark of subjection as much as 
one of respect, and under the first Ce- 
Sars the custom was kept up, but only 
for a time. These worthies conceived 
the idea that the proper homage due to 
their exalted station called for less fa- 
mhiliar modes of obeisance, so the privi- 
lege of kissing the emperor’s hand was 
reserved as a special mark of conde- 
scension or distinction for officers of 
high rank. 

Roman fathers considered the prac- 
tice of kissing of so delicate a nature 
that they never kissed their wives in 
the presence of their daughters. Then, 
too, only the nearest relatives were al- 
lowed to kiss their kindred of the gen- 
tler sex on the mouth, for in those 
days, as now, kissing was not a mere 
arbitrary sign, but it was the sponta- 
neous language of the affections, espe- 
cially that of love. 

Under the Romans if a lover kissed 
his betrothed before marriage she in- 
herited half of his wordly goods in the 
event of his death before the marriage 
ceremony, and if she died her heritage 
descended to her nearest relatives— 
Frank H. Vizetelly in Woman’s Home 
Companion.

INDIAN FAMINE TERRORS |

Dr. Klopsch Describes Some of | 
the Fearful Suffering. 


OF THE POORHOUSE. 


HORRORS 


Frightiul Scenes Witnessed at the 
One In the City of Baroda—Victims 
of Disease by Uandreds Lying In 
Wretchedness Withort Medical 


Treatment. 


That famine still stalks abroad in In- 
dia despite the falling of rain is vouch- 
ed for by all travelers returning from 
the stricken land. Help is still needed, 
and immediate help at that. Dr. Louis 
Klopsch, proprietor of The Christian 
Herald, who recently returned from In- 
dia, gives a chapter from his experi- 
ences there. The last place visited by 
the doctor before his return home was 
Baroda, a city of 110,000 inhabitants 
and the capital of a native state of that | 
hame. Arriving there early in the 
morning, he visited the palace of the 
gaekwar and admired its magnificent 
architecture and sumptuous modern 
furnishings. With his companion he 
then went to the poorhouse. 

“In due time,” continued Dr. Klopsch, 
“we reached the antithesis of the gaek- 
war's palace. I had become accustom- 
ed to sights nauseating and revolting, 
but the Baroda poorhouse stands out 
as the most terrible conglomeration of 
abject misery that ever met my gaze. i 
Almost stifled and stupetied we wend- 
way through the dead and the} 
. With smallpox, dysentery, fever 
and cholera to the right and to the left, 
ror behind us, only to find | 
horror awaiting us. | 

“At the entrance to the 
stood a blind. Reduced to aj 
living skeleton, the balls of her 
were actually decaying in the sockets 
of her ghastly skull, and flies innumer- 
able acting the part of 
gers undisturbed. Her clawlike hands 
hung down her sides until 
our footsteps. Then they 
were raised appealingly in the direc- | 
tion of the sound, while she mumbleé } 
almost inaudibly her plaintive petition. | 
1 quickly got beyond her reach and | 
then, as I supposed, unobserved placed | 
a rupee in ber hand. In another in- 
stant a dozen other miserable rem- 
nants of humanity pressed forward, 
pleading vociferously for help. Just} 
then the attendant appeared and 
promptly ordered them back. 

“Ll entered the first of many wards, 
separated from one another by a bam- 
boo partition. It was full of patients 
suffering from every manner of ail- 
ment. Cholera, dysentery and guinea 
worm predominated. On some cots the 
unfortunates were doubled up. The 
temperature was appallingly high. The 
air was laden with an odor superlative- 
ly offensive. The cots were defiled, 
reeking with filth, No attempt was 
made at treatment. I called for the 
physician. There was none. <A hospi- 
tal assistant with not so much knowl- 
edge of medicine as an apprentice in a 
pharmacy was in charge. ‘How many 
of these people will be saved?’ I asked. | ; 
‘They come here to die,’ was the stoic 
response. 

“What we saw in the first ward was} 
only a specimen of all the others. on

what is termed the kitchen. 

“In a bambovu inclosure, under the 
supervision of a fat, turbaned Hindoo, 
sat SOU skeletonized diminutive crea- 
tures, mostly naked, all sickly and mis- 
erable and wany of them totally blind. 
Never have | seen anything approxi- 
mating in 2bject misery and utter des- 
titution this gathering of innocents. i 
Not a cry escaped their lips.

The 
sanitary conveniences and the kitchen 
were one. The whole concern seemed | 
dazed. Death seemed to be encircling 
the Baroda kitchen and ail it contain-

“Suddenly there was a stir. Two 
men bearing a can of milk appeared in | 
front of the Baroda tent. The chil- 
dren became animated. The Hindoo 
revived. He came over to where we 
were standing and informed us that 
milk was to be given to the feebler 
children. As goon as some of the tin 
cups were filled the children seram- 
bled for them. There was not enough 
for more than a fourth of the number, | 
and the more vigorous ones got what 
there was. The feebler ones went with- 
out it. We asked the Hindoo how 
many of the little ones died daily. He 
professed ignorance, but volunteered 
the information that their bodies were 
burned. 

“We crossed the square that led to 
the gate, but before we reached it we 
were surrounded by groups of stars 
ing people piteously pleading for a few 
pice witb which to purcase grain. 
Tears actually trickled down the 
cheeks of many of the supplicants as 
they held up to our gaze their emaciat- 
ed, shriveled little ones. Children pros- 
trated themselves to the ground, chat- 
tering in a strange tongue and with 
frightful rapidity of utterance the sto- 
ry of their woes. I verily believe that 
not one of the 1,200 who were in the 
Baroda poorhouse that morning ever 
came out alive. It was a veritable 
dead house, and those who once enter- 


ed seemed hopelessly doomed.”

"| ent year, the secretary said: 


“The outlook for good prices was 
never better. We have a shortage in 
the American crop this year which will 


probably amount to 100,000,000 bush- 


els. This alone would serve to make 
the present yield more valuable. There 
are additional reasons, however, which 


incline 1 to believe that wheat will 


make a marked advance before the end | 


of the present year. The primary 


eause for an advance is the condition 


and outlook of the home market. 

“This year the demand for the great 
bulk of our crop is at home, and the 
people have the money with which to 
pay for whatever breadstuffs they de- 
sire. Not only will our people be the 
best fed people in the world during the 
present year, they have been in 
years past, but they will be better fed 
than they have ever been in years past. 
They have plenty of money to buy all 
the wheat they want for bread and will 
have flour left for cake if they 
want it.

The personal characteristics of the 
late Collis P. Huntington, famous rail- 
; road magnate, may be described as fol- 
lows: He had a calm, bewhiskered, ox 
} eyed and nervous face. His frame was 
tall and elastic, revealing the strength 
and health of an iron constitution. 
There was a tendency of his head to 
bend forward when he walked. He 
carried a gold headed cane from habit 
rather than necessity. He dressed in 
black, but was neither shabby nor 
fashionable. He wore a tiny gold stud 
in his shirt bosom and a small ring on 
the little finger of his left hand. He 
| was not given to ostentation. He was 
| fond of reading and enjoyed a game of 
| 


whist in the evening. He did not like 
| He rarely went 
| big dinners. He gave no 
suppers and kept no dog 
| racing Hie averse to 
elaborate furniture and draperies. He 
was opposed to liveried lackeys, and 
disappointed his daughter by refusing 
to adopt a coat of arms when she mar- 
ried a prince. Tis great grievance was 
that he had Little home life. He longed 
to settle down in a house permanently 
and live in quist ease.

{table or fretted over the “has been,” 
and while one favorite maxim was 
“What ought to be done can be done,” 
he often was heard to say: “There is 
no use of talking about it. It is be- 
hind us!” A business friend dropped 
into his office one morning during some 
cloudy financial weather and gloomily 
predicted a fall in stocks. Huntington 
turned quickly to the window, and, 
glancing at the flag on the Produce Ex- 
change tower in New York, replied: 
| “You might know it. The wind is in 
the northeast.” 

“So you think,” asked his visitor, 
with an involuntary smile, “that the 
direction of the wind has something to 
| do with it?’ 

“Why, certainly,” said Huntington, 
apparently in perfect seriousness;

“when I come out of my house morn- 
ings I ean generally tell within a point 
how the stock market is going. People 
are affected by the weather without 
knowing it. Tomorrow the wind will 
shift to the northwest, and 
then the market will go up. There is 
generally a point’s difference between 
the northeast and the northwest.” 

Mr. Huntington’s maxim of trade 
was this: Anything that can be bought 
for less than the cost of production, 
that is not perishable and that is an 
article in general use, is worth buying 
and holding. An anetdote illustrates 
this. He once bought @ lot of bar steel

Mr. Huntington was fond of good 
books and fine bindings. Poetry ap- 
pealed strongly to this practical man 
of affairs, who enjoyed a well turned 
couplet. He always kept in his office 
desk a set of George Crabbe’s poems, 
and in his rare moments of relaxation 
liked to run over the rhythmical stories 
of life which have made that reverend 
poet his favorite; for their attractive 
meter brought the truth home -in a 
canter that delighted him, and he was 
quite likely to bestow the set upon a 
well liked friend to whom he may have 
quoted some homely but trenchant 
verse. 

That Mr. Huntington never wasted 
any time crying over spilt milk is il- 
lustrated by an incident which oc- 
curred shortly ofter he became presi- 
dent of the Pacific Mail. One morning 
his private secretary read him a dis- 
patch announcing the loss of one of the 
great Transpacific steamships belong- 
ing to that company, and the only 
reference he made to the matter was: 

“That's too bad; wire Cramp to 
cone over.” 

The “Cramp” referred to, of course, 
was the head of the great shipbuilding 
firm of Philadelphia. 


Started on Ocean Trip Bearing Old 
Glory Aloft and Tralling a Log. 


Old Glory is cavorting over the 
Waves 500 feet aloft with a novel 


craft in its wake, presumably bound 
for England, though its destination 
will depend upon the wind and the 
tides, the New York Herald. 
Mariners who encounter the emblem 
of the free in midocean will have oc- 
casion to rub their astonish- 
ment. If they stop to signal, they will 
receive no reply. The flag is without 
visible support unless the 
observer gets very close, so as to see a 
stout twine extending from kites over- 
head to a log bobbing in the water. 

There was a sensation on the beach 
at Allenhurst, N. J., when Old Glory 
was launched on its long journey. A 
large crowd of cottagers and boarders 
at the inn and the Dunes had gathered 
in the bathing pavilion to see E. L 
Horsman, a kite enthusiast, make his 
hew experiment. He sent up a tandem 
of six box and Eddy kites on 1,000 
feet of line. They sailed gracefully 
seaward on the wind, which blew 
steadily from the west. Then the 
American tag fluttered up toward 
them, reaching an elevation of fully 
500 feet. 

The Mne was made fast to a heavy 
log, serving as a drag anchor and 
making a 30 pound pull for the kites. 
It was just noon when the log was 
slowly dragged from the sandy shore 
into the surf, leaving a deep trail be- 
hind it. When the first breaker dash- 
ed over it, covering it with foam and 
momentarily concealing it, there were 
tumultuous cheers from the pavilion 
and a general waving of handkerchiefs 
by pretty girls, who did not care to 
strain their voices. 

Bathers pushed the log into deeper 
water and floated on it until they 
found that it was moving too rapidly 
and that unless they wished to start on 
a trip to an unknown shore ‘they would 
have to let go. Mr. Horsman caleulat- 
ed that the initial speed was at the 
rate of about five miles an hour. If 
the wind should remain good and if the 
kites keep on in the direction they 
started, they may reach the ccest of 
Portugal or Spain within a month, and 
the stars and stripes will float trium- 
phantly over the Iberian peninsula. 
Mr. Horsman’s idea, however, allow- 
ing for probable variations in the wind 
as well as for the ocean currents, is 
that if his kite ship goes all the way 
across the log should finally land on 
English soil.

‘A MATTER OF CONJECTURE. 


Speculation as to Course of Nations Whose 
Interests Are Affected In China. 

Washington, Aug. 20.—Now that the 
primary object for which the allied 
armies marched upon Pekin, viz., the 
tescue of the besieged legationers, has 
been accomplished, the drift of discus- 
ion in official and diplumatic circles re- 
verts to the neat step to be taken. 
Necessarily many of the predictions as 
fo what this will be are purely con- 
Jectural, as it ts realized that complete 
and definite information regarding the 
wondition of affairs In Pekin must be 
twaited before any positive action can 
be taken by the governments whose in- 
jerests have suffered as a result of the 
Uhinese troubles. 

The presumption here is that the next 
move made will be an agreement for an 
armistice. This may be undertaken by 
the commanders of the Chinese army 
and those of the allies on the spot, where 
the fighting, according to the latest re- 
ports from Pekin, appears to be still in 
progress. This accomplished, the ques- 
tion of the withdrawal of the foreign 
armies, the payment of indemnities and 
many other problems may be left to 
tommissiens duly appointed to adjudi- 
tate them. Li Hung Chang has already 
been appointed a plenipotentiary by hig 
government to negotiate terms of peace 
and in this capacity he made an ine f- 
fectual attempt to stop the progress of 
the allies in their march to Pekin. 
Whether Earl Li will be continued in 
that capacity by the imperial govern- 
ment is not known here, but such seems 
altogether probable, as with his well- 
known ability and his acquaintance with 
the world he would be able to make pos- 
sibly better terms than any other China- 


man

turbances All will expect a settlement 
of damages which have resulted from the

News of the Entry of Forces Into Pekin Con- 
firmed by Chaffee. 


Remey Says Dowager Empress Is Still In City 
of Peking = 


Washington, Aug. 20.—From General 
Chaffee the war department on Sunday 
received official confirmation of the fall 
of Pekin and the 
The dispatch of the Ameri- 


rescue of the besieged 
legationers 
con commander Was not long and con- 
tained few details, but the unconcealed 
Batisfaction with which it was received 


by. officials of the administration In- 


dicated clearly the anxiety that had 
been engendered by his prolonged sii- 
ence. His last communication to. the 


government prior to the receipt of Sun- 
day’s advices was dated Aug. 11, at 
Matow, almost 30 miles from Pekin. The 
explanation of his silence is suggested 
in advices received by the navy Ge- 
partment from Admiral Remey, \ ho, 
telegraphing from Taku on the 18th, says 
the telegraph line between that point 
and Pekin is interrupted. 

The cablegram from Admiral atemey 
contains some important information 
not mentioned by General Chaffee. He 
makes the startling statement, on Japan- 
ese authority, that the inner city cf 
Pekin was being bombarded by the al- 
lied forces. Admiral Remey says a’sa 
that the dowager empress is detained in 
the inner city by Prince Yungedo. 

Following is the text of the dispatch 
from General Chaffee, as made public 
by the war department: 
“Chefoc, Aug. 19. Adjutant

It will be noted that the dispatch in- 
dicates that the American troops en- 
tered the legation grounds at 5 o'clock 
on the evening of the l4th. By the 
Washington officials and by the several 
legation officials to whom it was shown 
the date of General Chaffee’s communi 
cation is regarded as an error of trans- 
mission. All previous advices, official 
and unofficial, have indicated that the 
legations were relieved on the evening 
of the 15th after a day of sharp fighting. 

The fact that only the Fourteenth in- 
fantry and Riley’s battery entered the 
city, as shown by General Chaffee’s dis- 
patch, ndicate that the Ninth 
infantry and the marines, who were so 
conspicuously throughout the

ticipate in the engagement which re- 
sulted directly in the rescue of the be- 
sieged legationers. 


Admiral Remey’s dispatch, which con- 
tains much interesting information in 
few words, is as follows: 

“Chefoo (no fate). Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, Washington: 

“Taku, 18th.—Telegraph line to Pekin 
interrupted. Information, Japanese 
sources, empress dowager detained by 
Prince Yungedo inner city, which being 
bombarded by allies. Chaffee reports 
entered legation grounds evening l4th. 
Eight wounded during day’s fighting; 
otherwise all! well. temey.” 

The startling feature of the dispatch 
is that fighting within the city of Pekin 
was continuing, according to the ad- 
vices of Admiral Remey. The Inner or, 
as it is popularly known, the forbidden 
city, evidently had not been taken. It 
is surrounded by a massive wall of 
masonry, more than 20 feet high, and it 
is not regarded as surprising that the 
Chinese should make their final stand 
within its shadows. Prior to the receipt 
of the dispatch it was accepted generally 
as a fact that the dowager empress, in 
company with the emperor and a large 
suite, had left Pekin. While nothing is 
said in Admiral Remey’s advices as to 
the whereabouts of the emperor, it is 
deemed scarcely probable that he left 
the city without the empress dowager. 

Some doubts of the accuracy of the 
information reccived by Admiral Remey 
is expressed, particularly as the Chinese 
minister, Mr. Wu, is very positive that 
the emperor, empress dowager and the 
entire Chinese court left Pekin before the 
arrival ut the gates of the allies. 

Minister Wu said there was no Chinese 
Prince Yungedo. It is not a Chinese 
name. It might be, the minister 
theught, a Japanese name, but, per- 
sonally, he knew of no such person. 

At the Japanese legation the dispatch 
of Admiral Remey was read with deep- 
est interest There, too, it was said 
that Yungedo was not a Chinese name. 
No Japanese official of that name was 
known to the legation attaches. Their 
solution of the question, raised by the 
dispatch, was that the name should be 
Yung Lu. He isthe commander-in- 
chief of the imperiai Chinese troops, and

Tired Metals. 

It is a fact of comparatively recent 
discovery in chemical metallurgy that 
metals lose their vitality from repeti- 
tions of shocks and strains and may be 
said, as the expression is, to suffer 
from fatigue—that they may be 
worked till their molecules fail to hold 
together. 

As is familiarly known, bars of tin, 
rods of brass and wires of any metal 
will separate owing to fatigue if bent 
backward and forward continuously. 
But by careful experiments, however, 
the fact is made to appear that a rem- 
edy exists for this condition of metals 
if the overstrain does not border on 
rupture, and this remedy is very much 
like that which is applied in the case 
of an overworked human frame— 
namely, rest. 

Feather edged tools recover their vi- 
tality better than any other. Of course 
the length of time required for this rest 
varies with different metals and the 
amount of strain to which they have 
been subjected. 

Hard metals, such as iron and steel, 
use up one and two years’ time in the 
process. On the other hand, soft met- 
als, like lead, retain their cohesive 
force longer and also require less rest. 
—Pearson’s Weekly.

SEVEN MEN ARE MISSING. 


Freight Trains Collided an4 Cars Were Piled 
High Above a Railroad Depot. 

New York, Aug. 22.—A rear-end freight 
collision last night at Kensico, on the 
Harlem division of the New York Cen- 
tral, was caused, so far as can be learned, 
by the engineer of the second train run- 
ning past a block signal set against him. 
He was killed. So far as can be learned 
seven men are dead. There may not be 
so many, as the estimate is based only 
on the men of the train crews who can- 
not be found.

Editor Invites the Secretary to Publish Certain 
Colonial Office Corresponsence.

Fires, Fighting and Dissension Reported to Be 
Prevailing at Pekin. 


London, Aug. 24.—A copyrighted As- 
sociated Press dispatch ‘from Pekin, 
dated Aug. 15, via Chefoo, Aug. 22, says: 
The Americans breached three gates 
before the imperial palace and occupied 
the approaches to the last wall. Cap- 
tain Henry J. Reilly, battery F, Fifth 
United States artillery, and five pri- 
vates were killed, and 16 were wounded. 
During the afternoon the Americans re- 
turned to camp, pending a conference be- 
tween the generals. Thereupon, the 
Russians occupied the approaches to the 
palace. 

Captain Reilly was standing on the 
wall and directing the fire of his battery, 
when a bullet struck him in the mouth, 
killing himinstantly. The battery ham- 
mered at the gates until they fell In 
the meantime the infantry cleared the 
streets and walls, where the Chinese 
soldiers, with a fine cover, stubbornly 
resisted. The fighting was close and 
sharp.

palace. This explains the withdrawal of 
the Americans after breaching three 
gates. The Russian general, however, 


maintained that his government had de- 
clared war against China, and that, 
therefore, there was no reason to pre- 
vent him carrying hostilittes into the 
sacred precincts. 

Judging from various, and in many 
cases, contradictory dispatches that have 
reached Europe this morning from 
Pekin, the commanders eventually 
adopted a middle course, for a Reuter 
telegram asserts that the combined 
forces are now placing sentries in the 
palace buildings to prevent looting and 
destruction. Hence it is presumed that 
the imperial buildings, although cap- 
tured, will not be destroyed. The fires 
appear to be incendiary and to be caused 
by the Chinese themselves. 

All the dispatches point to the fact 
that, when the latest message received 
here left Pekin, the commanders were 
somewhat at sea regarding their future 
action, all awaiting instructions from 
their governments. 

The foreign residents appear to have 
been sent to Tientsin, although the St 
Petersburg correspondent of The Daily 
Mall says the ministers will not leave 
Pekin until negotiations for indemnity 
are under way. Neither the command- 
ers nor the diplomats were in cgmmuni- 
cation with the Chinese government on 
Aug. 17. They were then searching for 
Prince Tuan. 

Among the puzzling reports as to the 
whereabouts of the empress dowager Is 
one from St. Petersburg that she is in 
the vicinity of Pekin, but surrounded. 
The emperor seems to have disappeared 
completely. 

St. Petersburg dispatches announce 
good progress in the Manchurian cam- 
paign. The town of Mergen was cap- 
tured Aug. 18, with trifling Russian 
loss, while the Chinese suffered severely, 
leaving 10 guns, 700 rifles and large quan- 
titles of ammunition in the hands of the 
Russians. 

The reports of risings in northern 
Korea are confirmed. It{s believed that 
these are not due to ill will toward 
foreigners, but to local dissatisfaction. 
The Korean government is sending 
troops to the disaffected districts.

PERIL OF THE OREGON. 


Sailor’s Story of the Warship’s Ex- 
periences In Chinese Waters 

Mrs. T. D. W. Wood of Fall River, 
Mass., recently received a letter from 
her son, Clarence Wood, warrant officer 
of the United States battleship Ore- 
gon, describing his experiences aboard 
the warship at the time of her run- 
ning on a rock in Chinese waters, says 
the New York Herald. The letter is 
dated Gulf of Pe-chi-ll, July 6 It 
says: 

“The Oregon has been on the rocks, 
but is now safely off again, although 
in a badly damaged condition. We 
had a very nice run up from Hong- 
kong until we reached the Yellow sea, 
where we encountered bad weather. 
On the 28th, while passing through a 
dangerous spot, we ran hard and fast 
on a rock, going nearly full speed. 

“The rock tore a rent in the bottom 
on port side fully 25 feet long and about 
three feet wide. Of course all the 
watertight doors were closed im- 
mediately, but, as is usual in such 
cases, very few held water and in a 
short time nearly every compartment 
forward of the fireroom bulkhead was 
flooded. The ship immediately settled 
hard on the rock and in about an hour 
had a very dangerous list to star- 
board. 

“All our pumps were immediately 
put to work on the flooded compart- 
ments, but they could make no head- 
way. We had eight pumps throwing 
six Inch streams and our two main 
circulators throwing 18 inch streams. 
Preparations were made to abandon 
ship and everybody was supplied with 
a life belt. The weather, however, was 
very good, and next day a little one 
horse wrecking company which hap- 
pened to be in the vicinity came to 
our assistance and we began to cheer 
up. The wrecking company brought 
a diver, who patched up the holes as 
well as possible, and soon the greater 
part of the water was pumped out. 
Then came several fruitless trials with 
the aid of two chartered steamers at 
each high tide to haul her off. On 
Monday, July 2, the ship twisted 
around with the tide, which is very 
strong here, and drifted off without 
help. 

“Our joy was short lived, however, 
as no sooner had we got under way 
to go out clear than we ran smash on 
the same rocks again, this time harder 
than before. We went on so hard that 
we split the rocks right in two, so the 
divers say. All efforts were now made 
to lighten the ship forward, and all 
hands worked night and day unloading 
coal and ammunition. There were 
working parties aboard from the Rus- 
sian, the English and the Japanese 
cruisers, to say nothing of the help we 
got from the Yorktown and the Nash- 
ville. On Wednesday, the Fourth of 
July, a grand trial was made to get her 
off. There was a steamer lashed on 
each side of us, backing full speed. 
We backed full speed ourselves, and 
the Endymion, English cruiser, broke a 
couple of big hemp hawsers trying to 
start us, but it was no use. 

“The next day, on an exceptionally 
high tide, the ship again floated off of 
her own accord, and we steamed care- 
fully into deep water and anchored. 
By the way, the first man-of-war to 
offer assistance happened to be a 
Chinaman, a very natty little cruiser, 
capable of making 24 knots. The Rus- 
sians and Japanese were hard after 
her, but could not catch her. She was 
in Taku with the fleet. The English 
thought they had her ‘collared,’ but she 
got permission to shift anchorage, and 
before they knew it she was skipping 
out, four bells. An English cruiser 
chased her for 60 hours, but had to 
give up. While she was here she was 
under our protection and flew the 
stars and stripes at the fore. One 
dark night she left—of course no one 
knows for where. I will ship a film as 
soon as possible, showing scenes about 
the deck, and you can see for yourself 
what an awful state we are in.” 


CLAIMS THE KLONDIKE. 


Richard M. White Says Goldfields 
Are United States Territory. 

tichard Mansfield White, explorer 
and miner, son of Richard Grant 
White of New York, has created a sen- 
sation on the coast by declaring that 
the whole of the Klondike is American 
territory. He first makes the point that 
the international boundary where the 
Alaska dispute is now going on cannot 
be less than ten marine leagues from 
the sea. He also contends as a result 
of this that the White Yukon valley, 
{including the Klondike, according to 
the mountain summit scheme, should 
be part of Alaska proper and in the do- 
main of the United States. 

In an interview, according to a Van- 
couver (B. C.) dispatch to the New 
York World, he says: “As our British 
neighbors seem to be willing to adjust 
and to change boundary lines I think 
that it would be well to suggest that 
the whole question of boundaries be 
thrown open to settlement, and we 
should take all that part of Canada 
north of the United States and west of 
the divide (the Rocky mountains), In- 
cluding the islands of the coast in the 
Pacific ocean.

At a conference at the White House, 
in which the president, Secretary Root 
and Acting Secretary Adee participated, 
careful instructions were prepared for 
Mr. Rockhill, the United States spectal 
commissioner to China, to be forwarded 
to him at once for his guidance. The 
state department received a dispatch 
from Mr. Rockhill Thursday, dated Yo- 
kohama., briefly announcing his arrival 
there. This brought about the White 
House conference, and the preparation 
of the instructions.

SERVEO UNDER MANY FLAGS. 


Death of Deputy Cluseret, Who Had a Remarks 
able Career of Adventure. 

Toulon, Aug. 24.—Gustave P.Cluseret, 
the famous member of the commune, and 
one of the deputies from Toulon, died 
Thursday of pneumonia. Asa lieuten- 
ant in the army, during the rising in 
Paris, in 1848, he made himself notorious 
by his zeal in the repression of the 
Soclalists and Radicals. Afterwards he 
embarked in an unsuccessful financial 
venture in New York, where, later, he 
raised an American legion to aid Gari- 
baldi in the conquest of the Sicilies, and 
became a colonel. He subsequently 
came to America and fought on the side 
of the north in the Civil war, during 
which he won the rank of general. He 
returned to Europe in 1867, took part in 
the Fenian agitation of that year, and 
was accused by the newspapers of lead- 
ing, under an assumed name, the attack 
on Chester He next went to Europe 
and joined the revclutionary movement, 
He became minister of war under the 
commune, and fora time wasat the head 
of all its military operations. He was 
sentenced to death for his participation 
in the uprising, and fled from the coun- 
try. He devoted himself to journalism 
abroad and returned to Paris after the 
laration of amnesty, but was again 
obliged to leave France on account of 
his anarchist writings. Once more he 
returned to this country and supported 
the late General Boulanger. He was 
elected a deputy from Toulon in 1888, and 
has been constantly re-elected,

BOYS FOR HOUSE SERVANTS. 


| Experiment Being Tried In Milwan- 


kee, It Is Said, With Success, 

The servant girl question is a burn- 
ing issue in Milwaukee. Housekeepers 
are in despair. Many ef them cannot 
get servants of any kind, and others 
get such poor ones that they wish they 
bad none at all. A new movement bas 
been started there within a short time 
by the management of certain ehari- 
table employment agencies who make 
a specialty of trying to find work for 
all sorts and conditions of people. 

During the last few weeks several 
housekeepers have taken on trial boys 
ranging in age frem 14 to 1S and are 
training them to take the place in the 
household which bas ordinarily been 
filled by the servant girl, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. In two cases which 
have come under immediate obserya- 
tion the results have been reported to 
be excecdingly satisfactory. The boys 
do not learn quite as readily as do 


‘ the girls, but they have better memo- 


ries and seldom have to be told a sec- 
ond time what is required of them. 
They do not ask for the thousand and 
one privileges which the modern serv- 
ant girl now demands as her right. 
They work for less wages and on the 
whole make much more satisfactory 
servants, and it may be that the boy 
will take the place in the household 
that the girl has crowded him out of 
in the factory. 

As the servant girls become more 
scarce and harder to get their de- 
mands for pay and prfvileges Increase 


| in exactly the same ratio as the diffi- 


culty in getting them. A Prospect 
avenue housekeeper had a servant ap- 
ply for a position, and she seemed so 
satisfactory that the lady had already 
begun to congratulate herself upon se- 
curing a treasure. Satisfactory terms 
had been agreed upon and a mutual 
agreement reached as to duties and 
privileges. 

“By the way,” said the new girl, “I 
am taking musie lessons now, and I 
shall expect to have the privilege of 
using the piano for practice two hours 
each day.” 

“Indeed you cannot. My piano is for 
the use of myself and my guests. I 
do not care to have my servants use it. 
You will not suit me. You can go.” 
And the lady who told the story, al- 
though she has repeated it a number 
of times, cannot yet do so without ex- 
pressing great indignation at what she 
deemed to be a preposterous request. 


PRAIRIE CHICKENSIN PLENTY 


Excellent Shooting Promised This 
Year Through Entire Northwest. 
The opening of the shooting season in 

Minnesota and the Dakotas promises 
more sport than has been known for 
many years, says the St. Paul corre- 
spondent of the New York Sun. The 
prairies are teeming with chickens and 
quail. The dry spring enabled the 
chickens to batch without loss, and in 
many parts of the country two broods 
are found. All over Minnesota where 
chickens are to be found come reports 
of thousands of birds to be found near 
the wheatfields in the long prairie 
grass. 

Prairie chickens are more than half 
grown, and a better crop of the feath- 
ered tribe has not been raised in the 
northwest for many years. Instead of 
dying out, as was predicted with the 
settlement of the country, the prairie 
fowl seems to have adapted Itself to 
the agricultural districts and to have 
begun an increase that promises to 
overshadow the former times when 
they were forced to subsist on the wild 
berries and rice. Grain is much more 
to their liking, and they are now to be 
found wherever wheat and corn are 
raised and in the winter months in the 
timbers adjacent to the fields. 

Shooting will be excellent, and al- 
ready the sportsman is getting ready 
for his annual raid on the feeding 
grounds. The railroads are now advyer- 


tising the chicken shooting opportuni- | 


ties of the northwest as an inducement 
for sportsmen to travel over their lines, 
but it may be said truly that this year 
hunters will find good shooting every- 
where. The season opens in Minnesota 
on Sept. 1, in South Dakota on Aug. 15 
and in North Dakota and Wisconsin on 
Sept. 1. 

Plover and snipe shooting, which by 
many is regarded as the finest sport of 
all the wild fowl hunting, is already 
under way, and many birds have found 
their way to market. The English cur- 
lew, the jack snipe and the reedbird 
are to be found on the prairies in the 
neighborhood of swamps or ponds, and 
the former are much sought by hunters 
owing to their scarcity and to the fact 
that they only go in pairs or singly. 
Duck hunting promises unusual sport 
this fall, as the dry season will concen- 
trate the birds near the wild rice beds, 
where they may be found by hundreds 
and thousands.

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Character In Thighs. 

A man’s thighs interest me in any 
mood and at any time. While you may 
get a man’s character from his face, 
you can, if you will, get his past life 
from his thigh. It is the walking beam 
of his locomotion, controls his paddles 
and is developed in proportion to its 
uses. It indicates, therefore, a man’s 
habits and his mode of life. 

If he has sat all day with one leg lap- 
ped over the other, arm on chair, head 
on hand, listening or studying—preach- 
ers, professors and all other sedenta- 
ries sit like this—then the thigh 
shrinks, the muscles droop, the bones 
of the ankle bulge, and the knee joints 
push through.

As he is frequently a 
hungry man with a well developed 
taste for malt liquors, the part is usual- 
ly played with zest a litde out of keep- 
ing with the dreadful nature of the 
obligation assumed, for it is firmly be- 
lieved that in thus eating and drinking 
the sin eater actually burdens his soul 
with the sins of the deceased.—_Kansas 
City Independent.

This statement is 
made upon authority of the highest char- 
acter. What those nations may do 
within the next 48 hours, or within the 
next fortnight, is a question which no 
one in Washington is prepared to answer. 

A brief dispatch from Chefoo, con- 
veying a rumor current there that Rus- 
sia, Germany and Japan had joined in 
a declaration of war upon China, aroused 
some interested comment among Wash- 
ington officials, and among diplomatic 
representatives of foreign governments 
resident here. In neither official nor 
diplomatic circles, however, was the 
rumor taken seriously. No information 
of such action has reached either the 
department of state or the Jegations of 
the governments primarily interested.

Santiago, Aug. 27.—An official ban- 


quet was tendered Governor General 
Wood Saturday night by the Republican 
and Democratic parties. The civil gov- 
ernor, the archbishop of Cuba, the prin- 
cipal judicial and civil dignitaries and 
100 representative merchants were 
present,

said he was happy to greet the people of 
the United States in the person of Gen- 
eral Wood. 

Senor Tamayo, secretary of state, ina 
forcible speech, said: “This is one of 
the most important epochs in the polit- 
cal history of Cuba. A constitutional 
convention, Where the fundamental law 
of the land is to be framed, is about to 
be formed. In that convention the peo- 
ple of Cuba are to prove themselves 
capable of constructing a government, 
of guaranteeing life and property and of 
preserving order. They arealsoto prove 
that Cuba is a land open to all men, not 
only to those who are Cubans by the ac- 
cident of birth or who participated in the 
revolution, but also those who can claim 
the privilege under the treaty of Paris. 

“This is a moment when political con- 
tentions should be set aside. The Issuc 
is national. Cuba is about to obtain 
what three generations bled for; and, if 
the constitutional convention is not 
what it should be, the noble dead will 
rise to demand that blood shall not have 
been shed in vain.” 

Governor General Wood, on_ rising, 
Was greeted with cheers, which were 
taken up by some 3000 people assembled 
Outside the clubhouse. He spokein part 
as follows: 

“T am here as your friend, and in no 
other capacity. Only those who remem- 


ber the 10-year war can have as full 
knowledge of the conditions of this 


province as I have myself. When I first 
saw E] Caney matters were in a most 
deplorable condition. The road to San- 
tiago was marked with dead and dying, 
In the improvement one sees everywhere 
we gave a proof of the friendly interest 
shown by the American people. 

“Everybody in the United States was 
astonished at the satisfactory way in 
which the municipal elections passed 
off.

PSLice E WERE KEPT BUSY. 


White Hoodlums Make Attacks on a Number 
of Negroes at New York. 


New York, Aug. 27.—A number of In- 
cipient 


race riots between blacks and 
whites broke out here Sunday, the direct 
Cause being the shooting on Saturday 
night of John Brennan, a white messen- 
@er boy, aged 20, by John Davis, alias 
“Lamplighter,” a negro. Brennan was 
One of a crowd of whites who taunted 
Davis, and bullets from the black’s re- 
volver, fired at his tormentors, lodged in 
Brennan's stomach and chest. He isin 
a hospital and likely to die. The shoot- 
ing caused the rough white element to 
begin a search for negroes. 

Before daybreak Sunday morning, 
James Arnold, colored, while passing 
near the scene of the shooting, was at- 
tacked by a crowd of whites and shock- 
ingly beaten. He was treated at a hos- 
pital. Shortly afterwards, about two 
blocks away, a gang of whites admin- 
istered similar punishment to Alexander 
Ballentine, a colored man, who was 
passing quietly along the thoroughfare. 
In neither case was an arrest made. 

Later in the morning a crowd of whites, 
confessedly led by Frank McPyke, 21 
years old, went toa five-story tenement 
on Sixteenth street, occupied by negroes. 
with the avowed purpose of cleaning it 
out. They had about demolished all the 
windows and incidentally cracked a head 
or two, when the police swooped down on 
thegang. McPyke wasarrested. Early 
in the afternoon Joseph Doyle, 18 years 
old, filled his hat with stones and took 
his stand at Fifty-ninth street and 
Eleventh avenue. He succeeded in tn- 
flicting scalp wounds on two colored men 
before a policeman clubbed and arrested 
him. 

Otficer Clearey placed under arrest for 
“being sassy"’ William Hopson, a colored 
man. He rashly undertook to take his 
prisoner to the station through West 
Sixteenth street. That street between 
West End and Amsterdam avenues is 
ealled “Cuckoo Row,” and here colored 
people live by the hundreds. The fact 
that one of their race was in the hands 
of a policeman was all that several of 
them wanted, and half a dozen of them 
thought they would release, Hopson. 
Cleary used his club, and then drew his 
revolver. By threatening to shoot the 
first man to move, he held the mob at 
bay until other policemen came to his 
aid. They arrested George Meyer, also 
colored. Cleary said he started the at- 
tempted rescue. Meyer resisted arrest 
all the way to the station, and when he 
got there he had several scalp wounds. 
One in particular was very large, and it 
is thought the negro’s skull was frac- 
tured. 

William and Henry Rapp, brothers, 
white, were locked up on complaint of 
Adam Johnson, colored, who claimed 
they had stoned him. 

The above are only a few of the as- 
saults which came to light by arrests. 
The fact is that all day long the police- 
men in the neighborhood mentioned were 
kept busy dispersing small mobs bent 
on mischief.

NEW MATERIAL FOR WAR 


| Description of Devices For Use 


on Military Campaigns. 


A PHOTO-STEREO FIELDGLASS. 


Valuable Invention For a Command- 
er as Well as an Officer on Recon- 
noissance—Device to Upset Small 
Arm Projectiles—Tricycle For Car- 
rying an Ordinary Fieldpiece. 


A well known optician of Berlin, Mr. 
Cc. P. Goerz, has just devised what 
will prove of great value to the mili- 
as well as to the offi- 
cer on reconnoissance, a_ fieldglass 
which also seryes as a camera, says 
the New York Sun. The fieldglass 
mugnifies three and one-half times and 
the photographic camera is arranged 
for simple or stereoscopic work, and, 


for time or instantaneous exposure, 
furnishing a photograph about two 


inches square. The whole looks like 
an ordinary binocular tieldglass, the 
camera attachment being searcely vo- 
fact, the telescopic tubes 
serve us the cameras. 

The object glasses of the fleldglass 


are set In a plate, which works on 
hinges, opening and closing lke the 


cover of a tieldglass case. When this: 
cover is opened the camera is ready 
and plates can be inserted; 
then, closing the cover, pulling out the 
shutter, and pressing a button’ be- 
tween the two object glasses will give 
an instantaneous picture. If both 
tubes are covered with plates a stereo- 
photograph is obtained, but if 
one is covered with an opaque paue of 
glass simple photographs result. The

The photograph is so clear and sharp 
in outline that enlargements can be 
made up to 7 by 9 inches. Enlarging 
apparatus is furnished with the in- 
strument. This instrument, including 
24 plate holders and a case for the 
same, costs $75. In reconnoissance 


| work it will prove of great value in 


furnishing photographie views of par- 
tleular points in the field, such as ob- 
stacles, artillery positions, important 
objective points, parts of fortifications, 
ete. 

It is a well known fact that the long 
projectiles of modern small arms (more 
than four times as long as they are 
thick) rotate about their longer axes, 
and so pass through the air point to 
the front. If by any means the point 
can be made to turn aside quickly the 
projectile will turn over, and its veloc- 
ity and penetrating power—in fact, its 
action in every respect—will thereby be 
greatly diminished and rapidly de- 
stroyed. 

On the German firing ground for test- 
ing small arms at Halensee near Ber- 
lin, experiments have been conducted 
for some months to accomplish this 
result, and have proved so successful 
that the device has been patented in all 
the principal military states. The dis- 
coverer is Adolf Leven of Cologne. His 
device consists in placing in front of 
the target a thin sheet iron plate so 
filled with round holes (like a sieve) 
that a projectile can rarely strike 
simply and directly either a solid sur- 
face or a hole, but generally touches 
the sheet iron on one side of its point, 
the other side entering a hole, so that 
the point is deflected and the projectile 
turned over. 

The experiments were conducted 
with the infantry arm under high 
velocities (728 meter seconds) at com- 
paratively short distances (10 meters), 
the sieve like plates having a thickness 
of about .08 inch. Clay plates placed 
behind the upsetting device showed 
that the bullet was invariably turned 
over, and proved that in all cases the 
projectile lost much of its penetrating 
power. Since the experiments were 
conducted with high striking velocities 
(700 meters), it is certain that in the 
actual case in war, where the distances 
will be far greater and the striking 
velocity consequently much less, the 
projectiles will be turned over with 
greater ease. The distance behind the 
upsetting device required to turn over 
the projectile was found to be very 
short; in fact five inches was sufiicient. 

The advantage of this service, ap- 
plied to the protection of infantry, 
lies in the fact that by its use the steel 
plates for protecting infantry from 
small arm fire, as well as other cover- 
{ing material, may be considerably re- 
duced in thickness. The inventor also 
hopes to apply a similar service (of 
greater thickness of material, of 
course) to armor piercing projectiles. 

The use of the tricycle for carrying 
Maxim machine guns has suggested 
the idea of conveying rapidly over the 
field from point to point an ordinary 
fieldpiece by similar means. The Nor- 
wegian government has had such a 
tricycle constructed at Aix-la-Chapelle, 
which has recently been delivered foe 
trial. 

The gun {s mounted on a light steel 
framework like its own carriage, with 
two rubber tired wheels and a long 
trail (on which the ammunition chest 
is carried). The latter is attached (as 
in the fieldpiece) to the tricycle as a 
limber, the latter, besides the saddle 
for the driver, having a seat for the 
men, the front wheel serving, as usual, 
for steering, one man working Its 
pedals. In the preliminary trial at Alx- 
la-Chapelle the apparatus easily car- 
ried the gun and two men up the 
Kanisberg (a mile long), a hill which 
usually forces cyclists to take a diag- 
onal course in order to mount it.

FIRES BUILT ON BREASTS. 


Returned Officer Tell of Awful Cruelties Prac- 
ticed by the Filipinos. 
Emporia, Kan., Aug. 27.—Lieutenant 
Weaver of the Thirty-second United 
States volunteers, who resigned in the 
spring on account of illness and has just 
returned home from the Philippines, 
tells of barbarities practised by Fillpinos 
upon American soldiers. He said that 
outside of the Macabebes, who were 
friendly to the Americans, the Fili- 
pinos are very cruel. “Six of our men 
were killed at Dinaluplijahan,” said 
Lieutenant Weaver, “and I do not think 
there was a man that had fewer than 10 
bullets in his body. 

“In the case of one American soldier 
it looked as though the muzzle of the re- 
volver had been placed right in his eye 
and fired: he was also stabbed in the 
neck and breast with bayonets. Easter 
and McDonald, two of my company, 
were instantly killed. Easter was shot 
in the neck, and the other man was shot 
in the back of the head. Only about 20 
of the company were with them, and 
they were attacked by about 250 Fili- 
pinos. 

“The Americans fought them an hour 
and 40 minutes. They had to leave the 
dead, and when they came back the 
rebels had stripped the boys of all their 
clothing. They pulled up grass and 
sticks and built a fire on their breasts. 
to the boys before anything 
fi done to them. We got 
Easter and the other man away before 
they were burned.”

It had not, 
indeed, been approved by the senate.” 

Taking up Governor Roosevelt's 
sveech, he declared it to be enormously 
disappointing. Neither in matter or 
in manner is it worthy of its occasion. 
In respect of argument, the speech is, 
with rare exceptions, an alternatiion 
of evasion and assertion. In spirit it is

NUMBERS FAST ‘DIMINISHING. 


“Boys’? Who Fought Afloat During the Civil 
War Parade at Chicago Encampment. 

Chicago, Aug. —Train after train, 
loaded down with veterans and their 
friends, rolled into the various depots in 
the city Monday, and, by evening, it was 
estimated by railroad officials that 45,000 
old soldiers had arrived, and that 200,000 
other excursionists had come with them, 
It is expected that there will be 60,000 
additional arrivals today. 

The first day of the encampment was 
one of ideal beauty, in marked contrast 
to the hot and humid weeks that have 
preceded it since the first of August. 
There was in the early portion of the day 
a fresh breeze off Lake Michigan, tem 
pering the heat of the sun, which shone 
brightly, but nottoo warmly. Theright 
of the line on the opening day was given 
to the men who sailed the seas during 
the civil war, the cheering was all for 
them, and the honors were theirs. The 
army will come to its own today. 

The heroes of river and sea of the 
Civil war are asmal!l band now. Of the 
132,000 men enlisted in the navy, in the 
early days of the war, less than 1000 
marched yesterday, and it is agrreed by 
the old sailors that their number was 
greater in the march than it will ever be 


in any pa »to come 
But one battleflaz was carried by the 
naval veterans It was the one that 


fluttered from the monitor Winnebago 
when Farragut sailed into Mobile bay 
to gain his crowning victory. It was 
borne by Seaman Ed Woodruff of Rock- 
ford, llls., and beside him marched ex- 
Boatswain's Mate J. R. Lynn of Chi- 
cago, who made the flag, while serving on 
board the Winnebago. 

Beside the men who fought afloat from 
61 to '65 came the younger generation, 
which helped to smash Montejo’s fleet. 

The late afternoon feature of the day's 
celebration, the naval parade on Lake 
Michigan, proved somewhat of a dis- 
appointment, weather conditions inter- 
fering sadly with the arrangements. 

The fleet arrived off Lincoln park about 
4:30 p. m., and the revenue cutters, with 
their crews working the rapid-fire guns 
of two vessels, went through some beau 
tiful maneuvering in the sham fight for 
supremacy. The evolutions exempli- 
fied the workings of two fighting ships 
in battle, lasted for a half hour, and at 
their conclusion the fleet slowly steamed 
back to the harbor

A VANISHED ISLAND IN THE 
SOUTH PACIFIC HAS AGAIN 
APPEARED. 


The ship Miowera, just into the port 
of San Francisco, reports that Falcon 
{sland has come into sight again. Fal- 
con island, which is one of the Tonga 
or Friendly group, in the south Pacif- | 
ie, is tl 15 puzzle of navigators. 
Searcely are charts completed show- 
Ing its location when the maysteri- 
ous island entirely disappears from 
sight. ‘Then when sailors have made | 
up thelr minds that no such island | 
ever existed and that the man who 
originally discovered it must have been 
dreaming it will bob up again above} 
the surface of the ocean like a bad | 
penny. | 

Falcon island is or was—it is always 
dangerous to speak of it in the pres- 


ie

ent tense—located miles distant | 
from its nearest neighbor, Tofooa, one 
of the principal members of the Tonga 
group. It was first seen in 1885 and 
at once attracted the attention of scien- 
tists, who were anxious to determine 
the nature of the forces which could 
add another island to the thousands 
which already dotted the surface of the 
south Pacific. It was easy to deter- 
mine that Falcon island was of volean- 
ie origin. Its cliffs rose more than 150} 
feet above the level of the sea, and on | 
the flat portions of the island it was} 
only to dig down six or 
eight feet to reach a temperature which 
would boil water, while on the surface 
the thermometer only marked 85 de- 
grees above zero. 


The fact that the island is entirely 


necessary 


composed of volcanic conglomerate! 
and that there is a distinct smell of | 
sulphur in the air makes it certain} 


that it was driven up by a submarine 
voleano. 
The most careful scientific examina- 
tion of Falcon island was that made 
by the otlicers of the British ship Ege- 
ria in October, 1889. They found the 
island entirely uninhabited and pro 
jecting cyt of the ocean in the shape 
of a high and symmetrical black oval. 
It was almost destitute of either ani- | 
mal or vegetable life. Three or four 
seedling plants, evidently carried to! 
the island by wandering sea birds, had 
taken root, and two young cocoanut | 
trees, not in a flourishing condition, | 
were all the signs of vegetation, and a 
single sand piper and a solitary moth 
were the only living things which a 
careful search of the Island revealed. 
At the time the Egeria’s visit, | 
four years after the island appeared | 
for the first time, the waves of the 
ocean, which beat upon the bigh, | 
black and barren shore of the island | 
with great velocity, were fast eating | 
it away. It was predicted then that} 
Within a few years It would entirely | 
disappear unless some new vole ante | 
activity should give it a new lease of | 
life.

Measuring High Temperatare. | 


A mercury thermometer for high | 
temperatures has been designed in | 


Germany. It consists of a small cylin- | 


drical receiver of steel closed at one | 
end. At this end a capillary steel 
tube of one-quarter millimeter inter- 


This tube 
can be made of any length up to 50 
yards, that the indications of the 
instrument can be seen at a considera- 
ble distance from the place of which 
the temperature required to be 
known. The capillary tube is con- 
nected to another small, flattened tube, 
which is wound in the form of a spiral. | 
The whole of these tubes and the | 
eavity are completely filled with mer- 
ecury. The heating of the small cylin- 
drical receiver then causes the spiral 
to dilate and to untwist. One end of | 
the spiral being held and the other 
being fixed to a suitable gearing, the 
Indication of the temperature can be 
given on a dial which can be seen for }

BEE BUZZES. 


See now that every colony has a laying 
queen. 

The apiary should always be kept neat 
and tidy. 

If a case of robbing occurs, look at 
once for the queen. 

The colony must be fed if you want to 
retain drones for queen rearing. 

All queens that cannot fly are worth- 
less and may be destroyed or put out of 
the way as soon as the fact is known. 

Yucca brushes for removing bees from 
the comb are very convenient. They are 
of soft vegetable fiber and will not irri- 
tate the bees. 

It should be remembered that although 
bees sometimes go as far as five or six 
miles in search of honey, two or three 
miles may be considered as the limit of 
protitable gathering. 

So far as can be done, bees should be 
kept breeding until the 1st of September. 
Unless the season is very dry this cap 
readily be done without extra care unless 
the queens are worthless. 

Toward the close of the honey harvest 
it is usually not a good plan to keep on 
adding sections. By contracting the space 
the last sections will be more surely filled 
and more quickly capped.—St. Louis Re 
public.

CRUELTY AND NEGLECT 


Said to Have Been inflicted Upon a Sick Army 
Officer While Aboard a Transport. 

Atlanta, Aug. 29.—Captain Frank 
Crenshaw, Twenty-ninth volunteer in- 
fantry, died here yesterday. Captain 
Crenshaw saw service in Cuba and the 
Philippines, and a wound received in thé 
battle of Puttol eventually caused his 
death. 

Captain Crenshaw, who arrived in At- 
lanta a week ago, made a statement t¢ 
his father in which he charged out- 
rageous treatment and neglect on board 
the transport Sherman, from Manila to 
San Francisco. The statement was to 
the effect that after the vessel left Ma- 
nila and was on the high seas officers in 
the staterogms next to Captain Cren- 
shaw’s complained that he kept them 
awake by the sufferings fronrhis w ounds. 
He was taken from the stateroosn and, 
paralyzed in the left side, and unable to 
lift his head, and almost unconscious, 
was placed in a berth down in the hold 
of the ship, near the engines, in the 
midst of the insane men who were con- 
fined there. 

Captain Crenshaw said he was unable 
to hold himself in his berth and fell out 
three times while the ship was riding out 
storms in the China He finally 
bribed a nospital steward with $25 to give 
him attention. At San Francisco, 
Captain Crenshaw alleges that 
ment was refused him, the surgeon 
charge informing him that it was 
possible because of limited assistance in 
the hospital. The wounded officer, ac- 
companied by his uncle, then started for 
Atlanta, and an operation was performed

Chicago, Aug. 30.—The Grand Army 
convention opsned at 10:30 o'clock yes- 
terday, and from the start business was 
pushed with energy. The opening ses- 
sion was entirely of a social character, 
and was open to the public. The after- 
moon meeting was of an executive char- 
acter. 

When the convention met in the after- 
noon, the first thing taken up was the 
teport of the pension committee. The 
tommittee in the outset went at length 
into the history of the work done by 
G. A. R. committees in obtaining from 
the last congress increases In certain 
classes of pensions. It then discussed 
the differences of opinion existing be- 
tween the pension office and those mem- 
bers of the Grand Army who hold the 
opinion that the old soldiers have not 
received sufficient consideration. The 
report argued at length against the 
statements that have been made by the 
pension office, in reply to the original 
criticisms made by members of the 
Grund Army, but offered no suggestions 
as to a direct line of policy to be pur- 
sued. 

The committee which had taken the 
annual message of Commander-in-Chief 
Shaw under consideration reported ap- 
proval of all of his suggestions, with the 
exception of that relating to the change 
of the date of Memorial day frorn May 
30 to the last Sunday in May. On this 
the committee reported adversely, and 
their report was adopted by the conven- 
tion. An adjournment was then taken 
until today. 

No opposition has developed to Judge 
Rassieur of St. Louis in his candidacy 
for the position of commander-in- chief, 
and it is practically certain that he will 
be elected on the first vote. 


Plea For Flig of Popuism. 

Chicago, Aug. 30.—By order of the 
National committee of the People’s 
Party (middle-of-the-road) an address 
to the Populist voters of the United 
States has been issued, stating that the 
fusion movement was designed to de- 
stroy the People’s party organization 
and to deliver the honest Populists of the 
country to the organized Democracy. 
The address conclude “We have de- 
Clared that the independent 
party shall continue to live free from 
disreputable alliance with the party of 
Jones and Croker on the one hand and 
the party of Hanna and Quay on the 
other. There is In the fleld this yeara 
true Populist organization, officared by 
men who have been true to the princi- 
ples and organization of the party at all 
times and who can be relied upon to keep 
the grand old flag of Populism fiying in 
spite of the machinations of schemers 
and spoilsmen.”

Made Easier by Repeal of Part 
of Law of 1885.—Political Notes. 


Section two of Chapter 345 of the 
Acts of the year 1885 relative to 
naturalization were amended by the 
recent Legislature by striking out the 
words, *‘‘but final action thereon shall 
be had only on stated days or during 
the regular terms of the court.
